Secret Criminal Organization Plotting A New World Order

Despite many promises from the Soviet 
Union and some assurances by American 
officials, the Soviet Union has not quit Cuba. 
It is now essential to put this plainly. Several 
extremely dangerous missiles remain on the 
island and very substantial USSR personnel 
as well. The attempt to remove them has 
been a failure.. As usual, the USSR has lied. 
It must also be said that far from the 
idangers to Latin America having receded, 
they are far greater than at any previous 
time. This trend will proceed with greater 
speed within the next two or three years. 
Short of an entirely new approach, we can 
expect the Coramimization of a vei-y large 
part of Latin America. 

In the Middle East the USSR is pouring 
in miUtai*y aid to the Arab bloc. Geiifnany 
also is helping Egypt on a vei*y substantial 
scale and is therefore working alongside the 
Soviet Union in this. The Ai-ab bloc Mm^s 

is a certainty. Only the date is uncertain, 

In Southeast Asia, the entire compromise 
policy of the United States has collapsed and 
will end in total ruin. There was never the 
slightest chance of success. Report after re- 
port warned the U. S. government about this 
but President Kennedy did not heed the:ie 
reports. 

In the meantime, America has made t!ie 
mistake of withdrawing from key bases in 
vital sti-ategie areas. Whereas the USSR Iiys 
not withdrawn from Cuba, America has with- 
drawn— or is withdrawing— from the very 
bases which, until now, have held the Soviet 
Union in check. Almost unnoticed, the USSR 
has enforced a treaty on Persia which gives 
free passage for military supplies to the MkI- 
dle East Unhindered by American bases in 
Turkey, tiiis advantage will be of immeiise 
importance. Scarcely one in five millibn 
people realize this; yet it could and mhy 
prove decisive. 

It is quite clear that America and Britain 
will find themselves virtually alone when the 
awakening at last comes. Not content \\ith 
this series of blunders, the American and 
British governments are actively promoting 
the fortunes of our most dangeTous enemies 
in Africa and perpetuating a quarrel with 
oiu' only friends. Having destroyed ICatan.i*a, 
they are now beginning to isolate South 
Africa and destroy Portugese Africa and 
Southern Rhodesia. 

One would -scarcely believe such incredible 
folly to be possible. But that is what is hap- 
pening and it is largely sponsored by ihe 
American and British government in an 
apparent joint attempt at Anglo-American 
suicide in world affairs. All this is not a more 
accident. Nor is it all the work of secret 
Communist agencies which have penetrated 
our public life. There is more to it tlian that. 
The evidence that other influences have been 
at work is now overwhelming. There seems 
to be a powerful network of persons and in- 
' stitutions which one cannot say is Comni\i- 
nist, but which, for all practical pui-poscs, 
has Had some coincidental aims. This net- 







work ,has been active in promoting all the 
policies which have proved so disastrous. 

The objective of Force X is to achieve 
absolute power; and Communism has been 
used as a weapon to destroy the old order 
which stood in the way..

Glasgow. This group -is not recognized by 
authority because authority is afraid to in- 
vestigate too closely. The rot has gone too 
deep, too many are involved. No government 
will ever investigate. A legal action to ti'ack 
down and destroy the group itself would now 
be impossible.

The code name of OrganizEttioii X is: 
P. P.; R. D. T. W.; S. W. I. I-I. P. It is basi- 
cally a criminal group which is mixed up in 
politics and has made use of Communism. 
Its power far exceeds that of Communism. 
Without its aid, Communism migHt have 
collapsed sometime ago. Since WorM^ar H, 
it has persuaded the Western Powers to be 
relatively soft towards Communist esqpansion.

In the USSR, Trotsky, Zhdanov, Beria and 
Litvinov were all elect agents of Organ- 
ization X. Their loyalty was not exclusively 
to the Communist Partj'. 

The combination of cominced Communism, 
those who support it freely to seek revenge 
upon the old order, and those who intei-vened 
merely for cash, inevitably led to all kinds 
of contradictions.

Groups 
signing up lectures ought to screen appli- 
cants. We have seen four hundred groups 
on our list which we know to be targets of 
a planned attack. Some of them are big 
organizations; some quite small. 

Most people realize that there is something 
gravely wrong with the world. Few have 
any idea what it is. The attempt to explain 
everything that occurs as merely a Commu- 
nist plot does not stand up. The Communist 
world is itself in confusion. 

Look where you will, no precise design 
emerges. None the less, it is equally clear 
that a great many occurrences bear the 
marks of organization. Mere accident has to 
be ixiled out, yet nothing, on the face of it, 
seems to fit into a pattern. 

Glance at the, contradictions. Germany says 
she will never desert the West. She pro- 
claims total commitment to NATO, etc. 
Nevertheless, she is engaged upon incon- 
sistent trade conti'acts with, the East und 
is an active— if unofficial— partner with the 
USSR in helping Nasser to prepare for the 
invasion of Israel, 

The Arab leaders proclaim their utmost 
devotion to the ideal of unity, but, in fact, 
Nasser and Ben Bella did not hit it off too 
well, while powerful Iraqi and Syrian groups 
cannot fully agree with Nasser's concept, 
Nasser and his Arabs attack local Commu- 
nists, but are deeply involved with the Soviet. 
The USSR and China, although both pro-, 
claim ultimate unity against the West, are at

each other's throats on a score of issues in 
many parts of the world. 

The U, S. Government, while purporting 
to lead the anti-Communist world, has al- 
lowed State Department appointments which 
are wholly inconsistent with such a policy — 
for example, Wieland, Strong, Emmerson, 
and Bohlen. Wieland is documented as 100 
per cent pro-Castro; Strong as having helped 
the Chmese Communists; Enmierson (said 
General Wedemeyer) was in full sympatliy 
with Communism; Bohlen is a strong de- 
fender of the Yalta agreements, Tlie official 
position of the Kennedy Administration 
would seem to be at variance with such ap- 
pointments. 

The British Government has a Foreign 
Secretary in Lord Home who is an anti- 
Communist, but other ministers who believe 
that an evolved Communism would not be 
unacceptable. It tries to be in favor of both 
the Common aiarket and a Commonwealth 
system although it is impossible to have both. 

The African, nationalists accept large 
bribes from both Chinese and Soviet Commu- 
nists, plot ^vith Nasser, accept London's 
hospitality, and very often follow courses 
which are inconsistent with the wishes of all 
these patrons. 

The facts show that no particular ideology 
has control of the situation, any more than 
either of the t\^'o main power groups has 
over-all physical superiority. Nevertheless, 
there is a clear pattern throughout the con- 
fusion. Certain occurrences bear a repeated 
resemblance to each other. The same sort 
of things happen over and over again; the 
'same devices are used; the same sort of 
people are involved; the consequences are 
much the same. The largest financial gains 
can be made fi'om confusion. If the whole 
world were Communist or American control- 
led, the scope would be far less. What is 
needed is confusion. This can best be gen- 
erated by first backing this group and then 
another. That is what is being done. The 
confusion is, if not a managed one, never- 
,theless instigated. Immense profit and great 
^paw^er aye derived from it. -,...« - — 

Those who seek to explain everytin'ng as a 
Communist plot have fallen into difficulties 
because that is not the explanation. If it 
were, the projjlem could be solved with 
relative ease. We are faced with a powerful 
criminal coordination beyond and above 
and separate from Communism, 

Fe\\f, if any, responsible people any longer 
believe that all our troubles are a mere ac- 
cident or due to sfupiditj'. It is too incredible 
to believe that all our elected leaders are 
fools. They are not. They find themselves 
up against a flood-tide of evil which tliey 
cannot control and do not loiow how to 'ex- 
pose. Our leaders were not unresponsive to 
the suggestion that the whole position is due 
to a single Communist plot, but on investi- 
gation they found that key people involved, 
who ought to have been Communist to 
prove tlie theory, were not. Yet evil was, 
in fact, done. If it was not done fey Commu- 
nists and if Communism is now itself a 
victim of the same confusion^, who or what 
is responsible? 

Organization X really does not mind what 
it supports so long as money can be made 
and power achieved. Recognizable power is 
not the present aim. The object is de facto 
power, plus command of immense resources. 
Thus, Beria was quite ready to betray the 
Communism he served. Dulling the 1930s, 
.tlie leader of the French Croix de Feu was 
ready also and did sell out liis o^^ti organ- 
ization. He was an agenl of the force to 
which we refer. 

In December, 1941, Japan had offered 
far-reaching terms of peace which were never . 
discussed. Both President- Hoofeevelt and 
General jilarshall possessed advance infor- 
mation about Japan's proposed xittack on thfe 
American fleet" in Pearl Harbor. As eveiy- 
one knows, neither warned Admiral ICimmel 
and General Short. President RObsevelt be- 
lieved that an attack on the U S. fleet was 
necessaiy in order to unite Ihe' tountry for 
war. For ibai reasoh, no peafee tenns, how- 
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fever far-reaching, were considered discuss- 
able and Admiral Kiiarm and General Short 
had to be leJft in fgiiorance of the coming 
attack. 

Unless America entei-ed the war, the 
Soviet Union coiild not be saved, Commu- 
Jiism would collapse. To save the T^SSR, 
lAmerican intervention was imperative" and 
that intervention would be impossibfe un- 
less a dramatic event united the nation. 
General Marshall testified on oath that he 
could not remember where he was on the 
fatal December 7, In fact, he was for several 
hours in conference with Litvinov, who had 
iust aiTived.in-Washington. Bitvinov was a 
key member of Organization X. 

Eisenhower \^'as also persuaded by the 
same influences to sponsor the Morgenthau- 
plan. If this iiad been carried out, the present 
Sdefense of western Europe would have been 
almost impossible. The plan was put forward 
at a meeting in England on August 7, 194^. 
Fred Smith, former Assistant to the U. S, 
Secretary of the Ti'easury, has said: ''Act- 
ually it was General Dwight D. Eisenhower 
who launched the project." 

There was one distinguished man in par- 
ticular who saw part of the ti-uth. He was 
James Forrestal. He was virtually murdered 
because he knew too much. At least, he was 
hounded to his death by deliberate' actions 
with that intent. 

The foregoing facts, which disclose the 
extent to which General Dwiglit Eisenhowei' 
was misled, do not, howevei*, represent all. 
In 1949, Herbert Lehman formed the Nat- 
ional Committee for a Free Europe, Tins 
sounded just the thing. lYi 1950 this commit- 
tee became semi-official and sponsored Radio 
Free Europe. The fund-raising campaign was 
headed by General Clay and built around 
Eisenhower, who delivered a national radio 
speech to i*aise cash. Very great pressures 
were used to induce the two Generals to 
adopt this posture. They littie knew what 
would be done with the money. 

On the evening of December 11, 1051, 
R.F.E. broadcast the following: "In oiu* 'The

(of the AJC) frequently supply us with 
materials for use in Protestant and 
Catholic press; stories and illustrations 
for curricular materials, etc. (OUR 
SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSONS ! ! I ) 
"The Radio and Television Division (of 
the AJC) fumishes guidance in relig- 
ious programs and alerts us to object- 
ionable material used by these media 
in programs having religious content, 
particularly during Christmas and East- 
er, 

'The Legal and Investigative Department 
from time to time furnishes us with 
information sought by church groups, 
particularly those confronted with the 
problem' of reactionary opposition to 
social action programs (COMMUNISM!). 
"Our primary^ resource group witliin 
Protestantism is the National Council 
of Churches of Christ's two major di- 
visions—Christian Life and Work; and 
the Division of Christian Education. 
"Our primaiy Catholic contact "is with 
the National Catholic Welfare Confer- 
' ence, particularly the departments of 
Education and Press. We also work with 
the National Catholic Biblical Associa- 



tion, Catholic University of America, 
other Catholic universities, and indi- 
vidual chanceries. 

"Other resources include the World 
Council of Churches, State and City 
Church Councils and Ministerial Asso- 
ciations, tho Religious Education Asso- 
ciation, the Catholic and Protestant 
press, the Protestant Fihn and Radio 
Commission, National Conference of 
Christians and Jews* 
"We are concerned, therefore, not only 
with-^vhat is taught Ja jChristian edu- 
cation, but with the attitudes of tlier" 
educator who trains the teacher, and 
of the teachers themselves. The envir- 
onment surrounding the learning pro- 
cess also concerns us. 
"Thus, what WE are concerned with 
is not simply CHANGING what is said 
about Jews and Judaism in the literature 
of Christian education, but INTRODUC- 
ING A NEW and positive view of Jews 
and Judaism into the dynamics of Chris- 
tian education. Our approach seeks to 
take advantage of the group life fost- 
ered by church organizations. 
"Meetings with top Protestant leadership 
have now been established on a REGU- 
LAR basis. The SUCCESS of our meet- 
ings with Protestant leaders on a nat-^" 
lonal level points to the desirability of 
extending this effort locally."

The view that consultation bet\veen all the 
Jewish agencies and the Jews of all parts 
of the U. S. on problems mvolved in the 
school integration fight was desirable was 
expressed by several speakers at the 17th 
plenary session here of the National Com- 
munity Relations Advisory Council. The 
NCRAC is the over-all Jewish agency in- 
volved in community relations work. National 
Jewish Post June 20, 1958. 

Delegates from 18 western states to the 
annual Je\vish War Veterans convention I?ere 
Sunday approved a resolution endorsing 
Negro sit-in demonstrations in the South. 
The members also called on the individual 
states to enact group libel laws to protect 
religious and racial minorities from defam- 
ation, libel and slander, Nevada State Journ- 
al, Dec. 9, 1960. 

RABBIT SUPPORT INTEGRATION 
The Reform Rabbinate came out sguare-- 
ly for integration in schools at the 69th 
annual convention of the Central Conference 
of American Rabbis. The rabbis indorsed a 
resolution submitted by the Joint Sbcial 
Action Commission and urged Jews in all 
parts of the country to use their influence in 
their communities to make the integration 
decision of the Supreme Court effective.

"Earlier, I said that the Desegregation De- 
cision of the Supreme Court, was one of the 
major events of the year affecting OUR work. 
This historic ruling is a significant high 
water mark in the battle against discrimin- 
ation on racial, religious and ancestral 
grounds— A battle in w hich THE A^IERI- 
CAN JEWISH COMMITTEE has long been 
among those LEADING the ASSAULT.

. Merciful Brothers and Sisters, 

We the deceived -Indian victims ^vere nev^r , 
-persecuted 1n'T:ridig'«ana''^eve^ <kne\^ wliaT 
persecution was. 

Soon after the state of Israel was created 
tlie religious agents of the Israeli Govern- 
ment started coming to Bombay and holding 
private meetings in Jewish Schools and 
Synagogues. 

During the meetings they promised us on 
Oaths that in Israel we would be provided 
with work according to our profession, decent 
houses to stay and good education to our 
children. In the meetmgs they used to recite 
portions of the TORAH (Holy Bible) and 
used to explain the \\Tong meanings, as we 
were ignorant to « uriderstarid the Hebrew 
meanings then. Knowing that we were re* 

.lijgious and God fearing they took advantage 
of our ignorancy to understand the meanings 
and explanations -of tlie. Holy, Bible they told 
.us everything to corrupt and charm us. Tlie 
sole idea being that we should immediately 
immigrate to Israel. 
-Believing -and having faith in the, religious 

, agents of the Goveiiiment of, Israel and-,aIso 

>thinking them to i be* faithful and also 'the 
Angels of the Holy Land we took eveiy 
word of them to.Jbe.Hply. We started re- 
signing our ol,d and long service jobs which 
\ve used to enjoy and sold all our belongings 
at very low prices and started. packing for 

'the Hply Land. 

We are professionally Fitters, Turners, 
Weavers, Spinners, Carpenters, Typists, and 
English Ciei^ks ol; all types. 

Soon on our arrival in Israel first pf all 
we were blessed at the airpoi*t with ARMY" 

^ SERVICE BOOICS that is compulsory in- 
vitation to serve the army. Secondly we were 
removed to very far off places and given Tin 
or \^'ooden huts to stay with no light, water, 
and sanitation. Work as promised was not 
provided neither of our profession nor any 
other kind. Education to our children as 
promised was also not respected. 

In . the whole we were totally fooled, 
bluffed, cheated, robbed and deceived. 

Waiting with patience for a very long 
period and spending all bur lives long 
savings and also selling out our womenfolks 
golden ornaments in the hope of a good turn 



but no, there was no hope for the* future. 

We appealwl to the President of the Stale, 
the Prime Minister, Labour Minister and the 
Labour Exchange of the Government of 
Israel to help us and provide us at least with 
work eitiier of our profession or any other 
kind of work so that we should eat and live 
but of the hundreds of appeals to all the 
above mentioned gentiemen, we never at 
least received any aclmowledgment from any 
of the above gentiemen. We appealed to the 
President of the International Court of- Jus- 
tice, the President of tiie United Nations 
Oi^nizationsr-the Chairman of -tiie^ United 
Nations Conference on Human Rights beg- 
guig tiiem to talte up our Case and give us 
FAIR JUSTICE but these gentiemen also 
neglected us and never replied. 

After trying at all possible centres for 
help and as we could not find any, we held 
PEACEFUL SITDOWN STRIKES on many 
occasions at tiie doors of tiie Authorities but 
on every occasion we were mercilessly beaten 
by the Police and driven by force. 

There is COLOUR BAR in Israel and we 
Indians are discriminated. 

When we are not given employnient, wlien 
our sick are not ^ven proper medical treat- 
ment, when our children are not given proper 
education, when we are treated worse than 
SLAVES, and where grievances and voices 
are not heard by the authorities tiien what 
is our and our childrens future? -How long 
can any decent man tolerate? WE ARE 
. STARVING and the Government is busy 
building villas and buildings- for the Ash- 
Icenazis. 

In conclusion we Indian Jews were deceived 
to immigrate to Israel for tiie only reason 
,tiiat they wanted our young sons >and daugh- 
ters to serve their army and, for no other 
purpose. Therefore to cut our lojjg story 
very short we beg and request fall HUMAN 
.loving people to come to our aid and help 
.us to repatriate back to Ih^ia, :and gave xm 
and'our'children from slavery and starvation. 

It is a LIE and a big LIE to believe that 
everybody is treated alike inlsrael as claimed 
by the authorities hero. We are ready always 
to prove that there is -PARTIALITY and we 
Indians are discriminated. 

There is many work of our profession in 
Israel and still we are not provided in spite 
of our appealing and crying and in spite of 
the promises on oaths given' to us' before our 
immigration. Why at all Ave were promised 
when they could not .respect it? If the 
authorities will claim that there, is shortage 
of work then why all the HUE and CRY for 
more immigration? From \vliere.they would 
provide work for the jiew . immigrants? 
Definitely there is sufficent<of^work but for 
whom, the authoiities knowi .better. This is 
another STUNT to get more -money through 
the^U.XA. 

Thousands of persons are -fleeing the 
country, Avho are they? and why are they 
fleeing the country? 

Finally we are treated woi-se tlian animals 
in Israel and we have- nobody to help us so 
we -are left at the mercy ^>f the merciless 
Receivers who made us beggara by the false 
promises and propaganda, -who made us 
■le^ve our long service artdi permanent (jobs 
Which we were enjoying, whoruined our+and 
our childrens good and brightrf utui'e and -who 
made us their victims hy false Oaths in 
Synagogues and made us their slaves for 
their o\vn benefits and that:is.to. swell their 
army with our young sons and daughters.

Miss Higgins stated: "It was Buddhist stra- 
tegy, as a number of their leaders openly 
told me, to stir up agitation— and publicity 
about it at a high level, imtil Washington 
finally ordered the new Ambassador Lodge 
to remove the Diem family from power." 
Obviously this has nothing to do with relig- 
ious persecution. Pi'esident Diem has Ijeen 
the victim of a slick, leftist Buddiiist cam- 
paign to topple his government for political 
not religious i-easons. 

3. The reds are definitely maneuvering this 
crisis; many Buddhists are working with 
them. 

According to W.S. Kent Hughes, former 
member of the AusU'alian parliament, writing 
in the Washhigton Post recentiy, high Bud- 
dhists have openly avowed their support for 
a communist government in Ceylon. A sim- 
ilar tale can be told of Burma. 
Referring to the present South Vietnam 
crisis, New -York City Democratic Congress- 
woman Edna Kelly was quoted in Human 
Events recentiy: "It's a smear job against 
Diem because he is anti-communist." 

4. Diem is fighting to save his country. There 
is sufficient evidence to -show a number of 
concessions on his part to Buddhists, not 
conceded to other religions, were met by 
ingi'atitude. Buddhists intensified their ef- 
forts to stir up trouble and unseat him. 

5. We believe the C.LA. should be thoroughly 
investigated. Congress should withhold all 
funds until it is certain some limit can be 
set upon the activities of this bureaucratic 
group, and to be certain it is not manned 
by traitors, 

6. We urge our readers write Congressman 
Lindsay of New York and stand behind his 
efforts, to curb the. C.LA. Write your own 
Senators and Congressman demanding action. 



"SAVE THE PANAMA CANAL"

Certain internationalist elements in out 
federal government, through stupidity or 
down right subversion, are attempting to sur- 
render our sovereignty over the Panama 
Canal. In spite of a House of Representatives 
resolution agamst it, the flag of Panama 
now flies in equal dignity with ours, as a 
symbol of Panamanian sovereignty over the 
Canal Zone. TTiese same elements are now 
"negotiating** for actual surrender of dock 
and repair facilities at both ends of the canal 
and for Panamanian corridors across the 
Tcanair Apparentiy xinder pressure; ceitain 
Army officials have joined the State De- 
partment in this program of piecemeal sur- 
render of our sovereignty. 

State Department excuses this surrender 
of vital and indispensable sovereign rights of 
the United States upon the specious argu- 
ment that they - cannot or should not be 
maintained "Under New World Conditions.*' 
The exact opposite is the truth. The critical 
world situation demands that omr sovereign, 
rights and powers in this area be maintained 
at ail cost. 

This policy follows the Soviet line of 
world conquest, as in the seizure of Cuba. 
And, most impoi*tant, this surrender policy 
is above and beyond the powers granted in 
the Constitution to any agency of govern- 
ment. There is no authority under oui* Con- 
stitution for the surrender of our sover- 
eignty, or any part or parcel of it, at any 
time or at any place. 

Loss of control of the Panama Canal could 
be a fatal blow to the Armed Forces in War. 
Its construction under United Slates sov- 
ereign rights was a military necessity and 
still is. Its abandonment is not only im-con- 
stilutional and illegal, but could be inter- 
preted as treason. Only our enemy derives 
aid and comfort thereby. It was built for 
the NATIONAL DEFENSE, so that our 
fleet could pass rapidly from one ocean to 
the other. Its surrender would be a final 
nail in the coffin of American prestige in 
the world, and a frank admission that we 
are no longer able to defend ourselves or 
tiie other countries of the Western Hemis- 
phere under the Monroe Doctrine. As in 
Cuba, the Soviet Union would soon •'muscle 
in" and TAKE OVER.

Richter, then barely 20, contacted Horace Sherman Miller, 
a semi-invalid of Waco, Texas > who disseminates leaflets 
and correspondence under the name of the Aryan Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan, Shortly thereafter Pf eiffer-Richter and 
three followers were convicted of acts against Jews and 
Jewish institutions in Santiago, including attempted arson.

Argentina Since the official suppression 

of anti-democratic movements

Tliis office 
lias control over all UN military, politi- 
cal, nuclear, disarmament and other 
vital questions. This arrangement, under 
wliicU a communist has always held the 
second most important UN position, is 
the re^sult of a secret agreement made 
' between I\Iolotov and Secretary of State 
^SfcilTiliiis (Alger-Hisff^waffono of™-his 
advisers) in London iu 1945, and which 
was revealed in the book written by the 
second UN Secretary General, Tryg^'O 
Lie, *In The Cause Of Peace,' page 45 
and 46." 

No wonder such a respected figure as 
ex-President, Herbert Hoover, said last Aug. 
as reported in The Wanderer, Aug, 19: 
"We must realize," said Moover, "that 
the Unitcil Nations lias failed to give us 
oven a remote hope of Wsting peace. 
Instead, it adds to the dangers of ivars 
which now surromid us." 
The commuiiist countries, he said, "have 
destroyed the usefulness of the United 
Nations to presen'c peace." 
"The time is here when, if the free na- 
tions are to survive, they must have a 
new and stronger worldwide organi- 
xafion," Hoover said. 
"For purposes of this discussion I may 
call it the Council of Free Nations, It 
should include only those who are will- 
ing to stand up and fight for their free- 
dom." 

And in an apparent reference to the god- 
lessness of the United Nations, Pope John 
XXffl himself said in Ulater ct :\ragistra: 
"No folly is more characteristic of the 
modcnv era Ibau tim absurd attempt to 
reti^isti^ii^rii solia !andVtt*SI»erbus;^fc«i^ 
porai order while preschiding from Gofl, 
the only foundation on which it can en- 
dure. 

"It is equally foolish to seek to exalt 
man's greatness by drj'ing up the font 
from wliicli his greatness springs and 
from which it is nourished; that is, by 
rostrainhig and, if possible, checking 
his quest for God." 

"FOREIGN AID" SINCE TttE NEW DEAL 
Winston Cliurchill said in London at an 
:/ikmerican Independence Day Dinner in July, 
1950: 

"Had it not been for Britain and Amer- 
ca. Hitler would have destroj^ed com- 
munism, or, at least driven it back to 
the Ural IMounfains." 
The United States and the British Com- 
monwealth destroyed the anti-communist 
powers of Europe and Asia, thereby creating 
a vacuum which Soviet Russia was only too 
pleased to fill. But il wasn't Britain that 
sparkSed dff the war to "save snmll comi- 
tdbs." Let's hear what the British Prime 
Minister, Neville Chamberlain, said to the 
(American Ambassador to Britain, Joseph P, 
Kemiedy, regarding the outbreak of the War. 
The quotation is from The Forrestal Diaries, 
Viking Press, New York, 1951. (Forrestal 
was the wartime Secretary of the NavJ^> 

"I played golf today with Joe Keimedy. 
- I asked him about his conversations with 
Roosevelt and Neville Chamberlain from 
1938 on. He said Chamberlain's position 
in 11)38 «as that Euglali'd had nothing 
with which to fight and that sho could 
not risk gdlHg to war mth Hitler. Ken- 
nedy's view: That Hitler wotdd have 
fought Russia without any later conflict 
with England if it had not been for 
fciillltt's (Wm. C. Bullitt* Ambassador 
to France) urging on Roosevelt in the 
summer of li)39 that the Germans must 
lie faced flown about Poland; neither 
the French nor the British woulil have 
made Poland a cause of n-ar if it had 
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Felix Frankfurter 
Washington reporter Walter Trohan re- 
ported that Felix Franljfiffter, former 
ScJiator Herbert Lehman and Henry 
Morgenthau, Jr. fonned the Invisible 
Government of the United States, 



not been for the constant jtcedlJng from 
Washington. Bullift, he said, kept tell- 
ing Roosevelt that the Germans wouldn't 
fight, Kennedy that Ihey would, and 
that tliey ivould overrun Europe. 
Chamberlahi, ho said, stated that Am- 
erica and the world Jews Iiad forced 
Engliuul into the war." 
Though Soviet Russia had invaded five 
small countries in 1939 to Germany's tivo, 
and though Russia's invasion of Poland was 
practically simuUawcous with Hitler's, it was 
■agaln^t'^anl'i'cofmiiuiilst Germany, not the 
USSR, that the New Deal instigated war. 

THE NEW DEAL GAVE SOVIET RUSSIA 
—511.2 l)ll]ion in direct aid in Worid War 
II. Then in May, 1944, cmv.Q anolhor form 
of foreign aid— the loan by the Treasury 
of the -American dollar printing plates 
direct to the Soviet Union. This enabled the 
USSR to print millions of American dollars 
— redeemable by the American taxpayer. 
Henry IMorgenthau, Jr., was in charge 
of the Treasury at the time, but he shifted 
the l>lame onto Harrj* Dexter WTiitc( Weiss), 
his Assistant, who committed "suicide" on 
being exposed as a communist spy a few 
years later. President Truman showed his 
friendship for communism by appointing 
\^nnte Assistant Secretary of the US Trea- 
sury in 1943 and US Dh-ector of the In- 
ternational Monetary Fund in 1946, though 
he had been warned by the FBI about 
White's eomnixmist espionage. 

Richard L. Stokes, in an article published 
in Reader's Digest of March, 1953, said: 
"Before the operation could be halted, 
after 18 months, it had co.st American 
taxpayers, at a minimum estimate, 
%m million dollars . . ." 
"Even more diverting was the prospect 
of the millions it would require in Amer- 
ican taxes to extricate West Germany 
from ruin — ^a ruin artfully advanced by 
a deluge of the Russians' c\u*rency made 
feasible by the U.S. Treasiirj'. What a 
jolly way of helping on the classic Bol- 
shevik prophecy that communism would 
force America to spend itself into bank- 
ruptcy!" 

IMMEDIATELY AFTER THE AVAR 

—the Government of the USA helped 
stabilize the communist governments of 
Eastern Kui'opo. as well as financing the 
Jewish mass emigration from the Soviet 
Union to Israel, through the United Nations 
Relief A; Rehabilitation Administration, belter 
known as UNRRA. According to the well- 
kno\vn American commentator, Fulton Lewis, 



Jr., in his column of Oct. 9, 1951, at least 
one billion American dollars went to bolster 
up Bolshevism through UNRRA. And at the 
instigation of the Wall Street international 
financier, Ex-Senator, Governor Herbert H. 
Lehman (NY), even the salaries of Soviet 
officials attached to UNRRA wei-e paid by. 
the US. In May, 1950, tlie eminent Washing- 
ton reporter, AValter Trohan, reported that 
Senator Lelunan, Hciury IVIorgenthau, Jr., 
and Felb: Frankfurter of the Supremo Court 
formed the invisible government of the United 
States. 

This UNRRA aid, paid for by the Amer- 
ican taxpayers, was at least in one commu- 
nist country (YugO'Slavia) , to tlic writei*s 
^cerlEin Istowledge," represented as coming 
from *'UNKRA-GKAD in the Soviet Union.'' 

STALIN'S ORDILRS FOE 'TOREIGN AID" 

—were taken up by the (then) head of the 
US Communist Party, Eari Browder, who 
wrote in his 1944 work.Teheran, Our Fath 
In War AjuI Peace, that America shou'.d 
imderwrite tlie kidustrialization of Africa, 
the Middle East and the Far East in partner- 
ship with other governments. Mr. Henry 
Wallace, the pro-conununist who was for 
a time Vice-President of tlie United States, 
then took up the Browder-Stalhi tlieme and 
pushed "foreign aid" for all he was worth. 
Wallace was quoted in the London Times of 
July 17, 1930: 
**No real solution of the Asian problem 
would be found short of a conference be- 
tween President Truman and Mr. Stalin 
to work out a ^real' Point Four Pro- 
gramme to aid backward nations in 
Asia and clse^^here." 

Wallace, who had been Mce-Prosident in 
the Roosevelt regime, ran for the Presidency 
in 1948 as candidate of the conununist-pro- 
moted •'Progressive Party." 

aiARSHAIiL PLAN AND '-POINX FOUR" 

Our hidden persuaders are not fools, ahd 
they reali:^cdjjiat the term Stahn Plan <^v 
Browder PlaiTwould not go over too well 
with the American taxpayer. So they call, d 
foreign aid' aftei* a general — General :\Iar- 
shall. Through Marshall Aid, millions of US 
dollars wore poured out to ieftist-domina;*^d 
countries, and from these much reached the 
Soviet Union and her satellites. For lending 
his name to "foreign aid," Marshall was given 
the Nobel Peace Prize Jn 1953. (For a wt-ll 
documented exposure of the role played by 
Nobel Prizes in the International Communist 
Conspiracy, see the American Meroiry maga- 
zine, Januai'y, 1961.) 

iMarshall also showed his devotion to leftist 
causes — or his incredible gullibility — when 
he prepared the ground for the communist 
victory in China by disanning the forces of 
General Chiang Kai-shek for two years \^'liilo 
the Reds got arms from the USSR. Yet we 
are told the Marshall Plan so-ved the world 
from communism! 

Then in January, 1949, Piigsident Truman 
came out with his notorious Point Fom- pro- 
gramme which aimed to invest American 
dollars through the UN iu the "under-cTc- 
veloped areas of the worid," including those 
in the Soviet bloc. 

POSITION TODAy 

Today foreign aid is coming more and 
more out into the open and toeing the Stalin- 
Browder line. The well known, economist, 
Henry Ilazlitt, wrote in t% May 9, 1960 
issue of Newsweek: 
"JEvcr since the advent of the New Deal, 
socialist assumptions Jiave tended in-"^ 
creasingly to supplant capitalist assump- 
tions in our thinking. Nowhere lias this 
change been quite as marked as in for- 
eign economic policj*. The wliole foreign - 
aid program, outside of purely military 
aid, rests on socialistic assumptions . . . 
Today we are actually making state 
'planning'' or socialism a condition for 
the receipt of our foreign aid." 

Confii-mation of this is found iti the follow- 
ing colimrn by D. H. Coimors Which appeared 
in the Green Bay Register. Fe^i. 16, 1962: 
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•*Let us consider only the money Ihat 
has gone to our 'allies' iigainst commir- 
nism. WImt has been done with fills vast 
sum? Wliy, tho governments ol these 
countries, with rniHions of our dollars 
at their disposal, bought up as much of 
the industry of their countries as they 
could. On the excuse of economic expan- 
sion, they have bought the means of pro- 
duction au*ay from tlie people and arc 
busy socializing the comitrics. The com- 
munists, you may remember, consider 
themselves Socialists, as indeed they arc. 
"Nationalization of hidustry and State 
Capitalism liavo been fostered in comi- 
tries receivhig-cur-f wids.-^Iany-privately . 
o\\ited businesses have been tiihen over. 
A great many of the governments re- 
ceiving our aid have been cjicouraged 
by the U.S. Govermnent to move hito 
industrial operations with programs sim- 
ilar to the Soviet seven-year plan. 
"We are helping to establish the same 
system of State slavery we are pretend- 
ing to combat. And Christians in Amer- 
ica are paying dearly, to the detriment 
•of their otmi charities, 
"Over and over agaui the Popes have 
reaffirmed tho right of hidividuals to omi 
property and their right to^ udierlfance. 
Can we pretend to stop the flow of com- 
munism while at the saiue tmio wo sup- 
port philosopliles that arc essentially the 
-same thing, miiuis only tho blood baths?" 

VUD IS INOKEASINGLY BEING GIVEN 

—to communist faloc counti-ies and to pro- 
Soviet states such as India, and to the so- 
called "nationalist" states of the Afro-Asian 
bloc which invariably support the Soviet 
line. 

Poland has received $600,000,000 from the 
US taxpayers. Yugo-Slavia has received over 
,$3,000,000,000, and her airmen are being 
trained in the US though 'Xifo has several 
tunes said that in a war he would side with 
Moscow. Even the USSR itself has received 
-™-41£r,000,000 XS dollars. " 

YET, aid is being cut off fi-om anti-com- 
munist countries. Indeed, heroic Katanga was 
subjugated by UN forces equipped and fin- 
anced by Washington. 

Several times in 1962 the Kennedy Gov- 
ernment cut off Laos' monthly subsidy of 
three to four million dollars until its pro- 
West regime entered into a suicidal coalition 
with the communists. 

The President of Pakistan, Ayub lUian, 
complained on his recent visit to the US 
that neuti'alist and anti-American states in 
'Asia got far more support— and dollars— 
from the US than did her friends. 

Similar complaints have been made by 
other respected Asian ]eadei*s such a§ Pi-es- 
ident Macapagal of the Philippines, the Pres- 
ident of the UN General Assembly Sir Za- 
fnilla Khan, and aiadame Nliu. 

Statesmen in the Afw-Asian bloc who arc 
anti-communist and friendly to the West 
get, at best, a dispai'aging, cynical jtress in 
the West or else the 'Silent treatmeiit," More 
often than nbt, they get a doAvnright Jibslile 
treatment. Such pei-sons include Gbiieral 
Chiang Kai-shek (Free China), Syngman 
Hhee and General Park Chmig Hco (South 
Korea) ^ Ajnih Klian (Pakistan), Alexdndcr 
Sustaniente (Jamaica), Forbes Uurnliain 
(British Guiana), Molsc Xshombe (Katanga) , 
President Macapagal (Philippines), Sh^ 
Oliver Goonetilleke (Ceylon), General Nos- 
avan (Laos)^ President Ngo Dinh Diem 
[(South Viet Nam), Madame Ngo Dmh Nhu 
(South Viet Nam), King Hussein (Jordan), 
and many others. 

These leaders are not mere isolated indi- 
viduals. They command mass support in theii- 
own countries and in some cases their fame 
and prestige extend far beyond their borders. 
The revolutionary struggle of Syngman Rhee 
for a free Korea, for Instance, has extended 
for half a century. 

The attempts of General Park Chung Hee 
to purge his counti'y of vice, decadence and 
luxury are an object lesson to all of us in 
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Hevsy iVJorgenthau, Jr. 
Hred by Trmnan after World War H, 
^lorgenthan cooled his heels m France 
for ji time and is now Residing incognito 
at his FIshkill, N. Y, f^rm. 

tiie West; yet, the General's reforms were 
repeatedly sabotaged by ^Washington. 

Tlie fame of heroic Madame Nhu, her 
dauntless courage and her fight for a pin*o 
and decent South Viet Naigi have now reached 
the corners of the earth. Jfany people re\^ere 
her as Asia's Joan of Ai'c. Incidentally, she 
is a Christian, as are Syngman Rhee, Chiang 
Kai-shek, Bustamente, Forbes Burnham, 
Tshombe, and MacapagaL 

Not only are such figiu'es genuine anti- 
communists, but without^exception the>' are 
sincerely iiUerested in the material welfare 
of their people. The simplest proof that 
communism does not improve the lot of its 
people is tho ^ constant stream of refugees 
\vho have been passing from East to West 
since the Iron Curtain^.fell in 1945. Not a 
month.passes \vithojit thmisanj3s crossing tho 
Curtain. Even in* Koreai two^out of' every 
three Chinese Red Army prisoners preferred 
to join Chiang Kai-shek in Formosa than to 
return to Cliina now that it had become a 
"workers' paradise." Cuba, another allegedly 
backward country, has seen more than 200 
thousand of her sons and daughters flee theii" 
homeland since Castro seized power. 

Most of the handful of persons passing 
from West to East In recent years have been 
"upper-class" British homo-sexuals such as 
Biu'gess and Maclean, American homo-sex- 
uals such as Mitchell and Martin of the Na- 
tional Security Agency, and millionaim 
stock-broker such as Alfred Stern. The refu- 
gees from the West to the "worhcrs' para- 
dise" have numbered only a few dozen since 
1945, and have invariably been rich "iulcl- 
lectuals" or homo-so.Kuals. 

Yet, the Western press has contrived to 
give US the impression Unit the only real 
leaders of the Afro-Asian bloc are garbage 
such as Nehru, Jagan, NUrnmah, Adoula, 
Mboya, iSen Bella, Kenyatta, Sultanio, etc., 
and that they must be constantly appeased 
with lavUh dollar hiuulouts to prevent thera 
from "going communist." As if, for all 
practical purposes, these "leaders" weren't 
conmnuiist or Kcd-pawns already! Sukarno 
alone has received $70&,000,000 from the 
American taxpayer, wliilc Jagan has been 
promised .?300,000,000. ^ 

In this respect, Britain is just as bad as 
tlie United States. When the heroic Negro, 
Forbes IJuriiham, staged a successful up- 
rising against the Indian, communist, Cheddi 
Jagan, in February of last year, Britain flew 
troops 4,000 miles to Biitish Guiana to sup- 
press -Burnham and restore dictator Jagan, 
Prince PliUlip, too, just happened to fly hi 
at that time to ostentatiously shake Jagan's 
hand. Yet, Forbes Bumham, a Negro, is 
more a native to British Guiana than the 
East-Indian Jagan and his wife (3fanot Roseu- 
bci'g of Chicago). 

AID DIRECT TO BED REGGIES 

The first plea for outright direct aid to 
Red regimes was made by Senator John F, 



Kennedyl Probably for this reason, jJie 
Establishment which .controls.the US decided 
that Jlr. Kennedy would make a woivjo* ful 
front, in view of strong Catholic com^om- 
nation of communism, Mr. Kennedy's irnch 
publicized religious affiliation wwH -make 
admirable covei'. As Time magazine of *uly 
11, 1960, put it: 

"Since the Roman Catholic Cbwrcb '^s 

millf antly unli-cj>mm\mist, Kennedy feels 

that his Catholicism mahcs him pr^iy 

much immune to any suspicion of '«;oft- 

!icss' towards commimisni." 

Kennedy sneaked into Montreal in Dctom- 

ber, 1953, and before the English LitoTc-ture 

Club of ..Montreal University pleaded foy sUd 

and an alliance with comhumlsT TugO^V^^ia; 

(See full report in the Montreal Ouzcti^. of 

Dec. o, 1953.) Tito had jaiied Cavainal 

Stcpinac in 1946 for 16 years, hm in V^^^n- 

nedy's plea for aid to Yugo-Slavia he -liHed 

frankly that "he doesn't think of f^^roigu 

policy as a moral issue." 

Then in April, 1957, Mr. Kennedy ,<«>ne 
out strongly in favour of aid to PoI?ild lo 
stabilize her Tied regime wHich had ^ven 
severely shaken by the rioting of ihe p)Cvious 
year. 

Promoting this "iiorcign aid" policy 'c)<'.ut- 
lessly his speech in the US Senate on M<?rch 
25, 195S, contained the following very >igni- 
ficant words: 

"No greater cliallongc c.\ists in »bft 
future than the peaceful organizaVion 
of a world hocioty which includes "*)t 
only the wealthy industrial state*: «Jf 
America, Western Europe, anil Kun^-Jsi, 
but also powerful ncn' industrial sta(t%s 
in A'sia, Latin Amorica, Africa, an(3 iho 
MuWq East." 

These words bear a most striking ix- amb- 
iance to those by Eail Browder in hi5 ^ork, 
Teheran, Our Tath In War And Peace- 

Senator William F, Knowland, then Voider 
of the Republican Party in the US Sojvite, 
said^n August, 1957, of one of the Ktvniody 
aiS-to-comrhunism progrtfhis:'* '^ "*" * 
"It seems lo me that the Senator is i^ow 
ashing* the American people to under- 
take a whole economic plan of boK^rr- 
ing the Communist World." 

IT IS NO SECRET TILVT JJIKOVAN 

—in January, 1959, and Kozlov jr. hily 
1959, came to the US to solicit moie- fwnds 
for the always shaky economy of the i^cMot 
Union. We need hardly labour the poijni ihat 
all financial aid to communist countrie^> goes 
to strengthen and stabilize their regimes and 
tiny elite. It docs not reach the ^-jpiive 
peoples. 

The Brooklyn Tabled in its June 1^, l9oS 
edition, put the whole issue rather ^^cl) in 
an article exposing and severely criticizing 
Senator Kennedy, under its main captjon: 

CAPTIVE PEOPLE %VANT FREEDOM, 

NOT FINANCIAL HELP FOR DIWA- 

TORS. 

THE UN AND "FOREIGN ADO)'* 

A most sinister trend— that of chainiebng 
more and more American foreign aid tJirough 
tho UN— has developed in the last f ive >ctu*s. 
Thus, when it reaches tlie other erd no 
possible benefit to the United Slates can be 
derived. This policy seems to have originated 
witli the influential Dr. liugh Schomtcld, 
President of the Crusade for World Govern- 
ment. The World Federalist of November 
1957 quoted Dr. Schonfield's address >at the 
lOtli Anniversary Congress of tlie World 
Association of World Federalists at The 
Hague, Holland. Following is a sigmfx-ant 
excerpt: 

"Wc arc past colonial imperiaH *>>»>> fe«t 
now with increased aid to underdevel- 
oped areas *fear of inflUende' Is uiereas- 
ing. Special agencies of the UN under a 
H'orld governmljnt .should be charged 
wifh the task, flloveinents to give feeh- 
nicil and economic aid dnbJlde the ION 
nmst be destroyed if wfe art to estaWMi 
a proper positiOiv for mlittial aid.''

Senator Kennedy was quick to jump to 
the orders of Schonfield and the World Fed- 
eralists. On March 25, 1958, in a resolution 
submitted jointly with Senator John Shennau 
Copper designed to save India's second Five- 
Year Plan, Kennedy urged that an O.E.E.C. 
subcommittee— consisting of the leftists John 
Mcdoy of the US, Sir Oliver Franks of 
Great Britain, Prof. Tinbergen of Holland, 
;M^rt^er\in of Belgium or Erland Wal- 
densKrh brSweden^^^sitrlndia to=-find-out 
exactly how many billions of American aid 
India wanted, and then to administer such 
aid through "an hitemational consortium." 
Kennedy affinned that "such a committee 
could furnish a model for other later efforts." 

Here, as long ago as 1958, we see the 
current Kennedy line. The grant (to India) 
was to be an American one; but the estimate 
was to he made by a group of predominantly 
foreign leftists, and the aid tagged "UN- 
Intomafionar' and administered by a non- 
American "consortiiun." About all the Am- 
ericans were to get under tliis Kennedy plan 
was the tax-bill, without even a thank-you 
because the generosity of the donor must 
not be recognized. 

UN, AND COJVIMUNISX ESPIONAGE 

It is becoming very clear that the UN is 

part and parcel of the AVorlfl Conspiracy. 

The communist countries and their allies 

among the so-called "neutrals" of the Afro- 

'A^ian bloc now command a voting majority 

among tlie 110 or so countries of the UN. 

This is not a haphazard evolution, but a 

piece of delibei'ate planning. As Roosevelt 

said. "Things don't just happen; they get 

planned that way." Lenin himself wrote in 

Better Fewer, But Better, March, 1923: 

**In the last analysis, the upshot of the 

straggle will be determmed by the fact 

that Russia^ India, China, etc, account 

for the overwhelming majorit^' of the 

population of the globe." 

J. Edgar Hoover, FBI Chief, recently 
pointed out that Soviet representations to 
tiie. United Nations are nests of extenave 
espionage and that 70 percent of Soviet of- 
ficials are candying out most tmdiplomatic 
spying activities against the USA. 

.Moreover, of the American citizens who 
aite members of the UN Staff at least 85 
perceait are communists. Yet, fantastic as it 
seems, it is the United States that keeps the 
UN gouig— not the USSR, which is behind 
in its UN payments! Indeed, many commu- 
nist countries do not bother to pay their 
UN dues, knowing tliat tlie" USA will keep, 
the UN going! 

Speaking in the US Senate on Oct. 3, 1962, 
Democratic Senator Thomas J, I)odd(Conn). 
said: 

"The incredible scale of this operation 
Iea& us to the frightening conclusion, 
Mr. President, that every Sorict repre- 
sentative to tlte United Nations and 
every Soviet employee of the United 
Nations' various agencies ni\ist be con- 
sidered a spy or potential spy. They are 
spies, moreover, who operate with a 
minimum of risk because their quasi- 
diplomatic .Matus makes it hnpossible 
to do more to them, if tliey are caught, 
than demand their recall. This situation 
is bad enough. Buf^ according to an 
item in the Baltimore Smi, the US is 
now beuig called upon to foot the lion's 
share of the bill for fraUiIng prospective 
Soviet employees of the United Nations 
— that is, for training prosi>ective Soviet 
spies against the United States. Accord- 
ing to this item. Secretary General' U 
Thant has asked the General Assembly 
for funds to main^n a school wliich has 
ah-eady started in Moscow for the pur- 
pose of training twenty-hvo Russians 
each year for Jobs at UN headquarters. 
The sum involved is $201,200, of which 
the United States would pay 32.2 per- 
cent, or $64,424, while the Soviet Union 



would pay only 17.47 percent, or $35, 
139. This is adding indignity to injury, 
with a vengeance." 

THE UN BOND ISSUE 
Senator, Karl Slundt^ in a speech i*eportcd 
from Washington, Sept. 6, 1962, showed how 
the notorious UN bond issue to which the 
US contributed $215 million last August, 
and Canada some -$6 million, was used to 
pay the dues of several communist countries, 
including Cuba, to enable them to continue 
voting against the US! The following quo- 
tation from his speech appeared in The 
Wanderer^ Sej^t. 13, 19^:^ 
"A good many Senatoi^ "v^tlT whom I 
have talked are greatly disturbed over 
information recently revealed by the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee con- 
cerning the UN bond issue. The Presi- 
dential request for $100 million to pur- 
chase bonds to help the United Nations 
out of fiscal difficulties was debated 
and passed by the Senate. Many objected 
— and I was one — to the bill on various 
groimds, including the point it delegated 
authorl^ of Gongre;^ to the President. 
"However, before the House had an op- 
portunity to consider whether this pro- 
posal would usturp authority of Congress, 
the Admuiistration went ahead and did 
almost exactly that. It dipped into con- 
tingency foreign aid ftmds and turned 
over to tiie United Nations some §215 
million, more than twice the amount re- 
quested for the bond issue! The U.S.A., 
astounded House committee members 
learned, had voluntarily given the United 
Nations this money by which the United , 
Nations was then able to reduce debts 
owed to the ^vorld organization by 78 
countries! 

"Tlirough this 'generous' act of Admin- 
istration officials using American tax 
dollars, debts were reduced for five com- 
munist countries in the amount of $140, 
000 for Cubal $343,200 for Yugoslavia, 
$512,000 for'Poland, $25,600 for Albania, 
and $128,000 for Bulgaria, Another 
$812,000 reduced 'neutralist' India's 
debt. 

"This action was a deliberate affront 
not only to Congress but to the Ameri- 
can people who foot the bill. It enabled 
these communist countries--and India — 
to pay their UN commitments suffi- 
ciently to retain their vo^g rights. As 
you all know on virtually all important 
votes these countries vote AGAINST the 
U.S.A. ^Vhich explauis why foreign aid 
not only is va. trouble but why it isn't 
working either. The Secretary of State 
recently said our objective against com- 
munism is *to win.' Unfortunately, with 
the type of policy outlined here, the , 
Secretary's chief weapon with which 'to 
win* appears to be a gun with a cun-ed 
barrel." 

THE UN INTERNATIONAL CHUiDREN'S 
EMERGENCY FUND (UNICEF) 

Between 1947 and 1958, $59 million of 
money collected for UNICEF was sent to 
the communist countries. Some $42 million 
of this came from the USA. In May, 1961, 
the US Government transmitted to the UN 
Secretarj'-General, in^ advance of the usual 
date of transfer to UNICEF, the sum of $10 
million out of the $12 million US pledge to 
UNICEF for 1961. This money was used to 
finance the UN "Peace'* Force operations 
against Christian Katanga, killing women 
and children, bombing hospitals, churches 
and schools in an effort to force Katanga to 
submit to tile pro-Red "Central Govcrimieut" 
of Adoula. 

airs. Kennedy makes a habit of using 
UNICEF "Christmas" cards, which are com- 
pletely devoid of any Christian symbolism. 

IS THERE AN ALTERNATIVE? 

Is there any alternative to our present 
"foreign aid" policy? Certainly there is— a 
realistic policy based firmly upon Christian 
charity and the requirements of our national 
security. It is only realistic to msist that all 
future "aid" be examined closely, satisfying ' 
the following questions: 



1. Is it going to' contribute to the well- 
l>^g, freedom and justice for those who 
live under tiie regime to which the aid 
is given? or is it' primarily going to 
strengtliwi a regime which is oppressing 
or enslaving its people? 

2. Is it llhely fo be used by the redplcnt 
to strengthen or foster a God-centred 
society in harmony with Glirisfian 
values? or is it likely to be used to pro- 
mote a society pursuuig policies inimical 
to the ideals and principles which gave 
birth to this nation and which our 
fathers and sons with ihelr lives have 
defended? . . . . , 

3. Is it going to help and strengthen a 
friend of freedom? or an enemy? 

4. It it going to contribute to the security 
, of this nation? 

These are nothing more than common- 
sense principles which any reasonable person 
would apply in conducting his business or 
bestowmg his wealth. Their application, it 
might be contended, would drastically shrink 
oui* present "foreign aid" expenditures. And, 
indeed, this would be the case. 

The money thus saved might be used by 
the people to support the charities and aid 
projects of 4heb choice, or by the govern- 
ment tp give or increase aid to those leaders 
and peoples who need our. help in the fight 
for freedom. Such help to those who are 
faithfully trying to do God's will on eaith 
— We 'named a few such leaders eaiiier in 
this article— would not only bring relief to 
the needy, but strength to our friends and 
our o^vn national security. 

This would indeed be "foreign aid" worthy 
of a Christian nation.

The Otepka Case 

otto F. Otepka, pati'iot and former Navy 
veteran, is the State Department career 
officer, wlio until recently served as Chief 
of the Evaluations Division in the Depart- 
ment of Secunty. He was fired ostensibly 
for giving (esUmony before a Senate Internal 
Security Committee, in violation of his su- 
perior's orders. Little attention has been 
given this matter, jn the press. Senator Dodd, 
who spearheaded the move to vindicate him 
has stated * 

not bo o^'erstatetI. He was the la^t old line 
security officer holding a top position hi the 
office of security. He has been an employee 
of tUo U. S. Govenmieut over 37 years .... 
His efficiency ratings have always been ex- 
celleut lu 1938 he received the Meritorious 
Service Award from Secretary of State 
Dulles. But suddenly certahi people in the 
Department decided Oteplta had to go « . . ." 

WHY WAS OTEPKA EEALLY FIRED? 

Otepka fought against the hiring of Wm. 
Wieland. This is the character who, among 
other things, supported Fidel Castro before 
and after he came to power; lied on his job 
application; and who, according to the Senate 
Internal Security Subcommittee, failed to 
place in the hands of his superiors documen- 
tation that would have proven the pro- 
communist nature of Casti'o's movement. 
Otepka's opposition to Wieland sparked the 
move to bring about his dismissal. As he 
stated in his testimony before the Commit- 
tee: "Tliere were serious questions of 

the man's iJitcgrity that should be 

reviewed under the foifeign service 

regulations of the State Dexmrtment.'* 

The Senate Committee, concerned over 
laxity in Department Security regulations, 
called Otepka as a witness in March, 1963; 
also his superior, John F. Reilly, formerly 
one of Bobby Kennedy's boys in the Justice 
Depai'tment. Reilly contradicted everything 
Otepka had sworn to, claiming he had never 
seen i'eports which the former said he had 
"presented to him. Dewey Hill, anotlier su- 
perior, backed up Reilly in his testi mony . 
In retui*n testimony, Otepka PRESENTED 
DOCUIMENTS WITH THE NOTES AND 
INITIALS OF THE VERY PEOPLE WHO 
SAID THEY NEVER SAW THEiM! Obv- 
iously lying, Hill and Reilly were thoroughly 
discredited. 

Tills was Otepka's crime. He gave factual 
important testimony before a Senate com- 
mittee, at their request, which proved MOST 
embarrassing to his superiors. They held that 
he had violated "hisUtutional loyn^^'* and 
that his conduct was "unbecomhiganjofficer

He also put the defector spy, Irving 
Scarbeck, behind bars. It was a matter of 
what the Senate had a right to know. So 
Otepka did what any sincere— patriotic 
American woidd do, 

"GESTAPO" TO "LIQUIDATE" OTEPKA 

Edith Kermit Roosevelt, in her column 
(WANDERER, 10/17/63) details his' ordeal. 

''Otepka was told that he owed his primary 
loyalty to Secretary of State Dean Rusk, 
who has forbidden employees to testify for 
the Senate. 

"This is a matter of prmciple," Otepka 
told me. *'I couMn't be evasive on Capitol 
Hill because I ImeW^ things that the Senators 
had the right to know." 

On June 27th Otfepka was exiled by the 
State Department to a cubbyhole by'liimself. 
His duties were taken from him, and he was 
not permitted to receive his office mail. They 
have given him the nominal task of writmg 
a manual on security procedures. This is 
the notoiious "isolation treatment" that led 
to heartbreak and death of Whiting Willauer, 
whose original B'aj; of Pigs plan was emas- 
culated. 

Department higher-ups have launched a 
campaign of intimidation against Otepka. 
Cars are parked outside his home night aiid 
day, FBI agents questioned him for four 
days, August 17th-20th, on orders from 
Attorney General Robert Kennedy. They 
have also questioned his neighbors, prying 
into his family life, asking about his wife, a 
fonner schoolteacher, and his daughter, 
Joanne, an art major at Washington Univer- 
sity in St. Louis." 

As stated previously, all this ended hi his 
dismissal. The affair carries tremendous 
significance. At issue is the right of an 
executive employee to furjiish information 
to a congressional committee, regardless of 
any ruling to the contrary by his superiors. 
The outcome may deteimine the coui*se of 
government operations for dJecades. The 
Senate Committee holds that the ettiployees 



have not only the right but the OBUG AC- 
TION to make available security information, 
and m so doing serve a higher loyalty. Tlio 
United States Code, Title No. 5, paragraph 
632 (d) clearly defines this: 

"The right of persons cmployeii in tbo 
Civil Ser^ce of the United States, eiiher 
individually or collectively, to petition €oh- 
gress or any member thereof, or to furnish 
infonuatiou to either house of Congress, to 
any Committee or member thereof, shall nor* 
be denied," 

Tlie latest development in the Otepka 
Case indicates the utmost urgency with 
which every American patriot must get into 
this fight behind Otepka, 

President Johnson has now entered iJie 
picture. to mediate the Otepka dispute. And 
what does the President suggest? That jus- 
tice be done? That a loyal American patriot 
be vindicated? That traitors be indicted 
and thrown out? Not at aD.

Now tho 
same witli Otepka. 

OTHERS FEEL WRATH OF GEST&FO 
The move against Otepka should surprjso- 
no t)ne. It has been Dt^artment pc^y alT 
along to persecute and silence aU patriots. 
He is but one of a number who have beerr 
given, or are being considered for the "Uqu- 
idath)u" treatment. One of these is the Dhr- 
ector pf the Passport Division.

Ti'oublc for t'rances Knight started with 
the advent of the New Frontier. Heretofore, 
the Security Division, the Passport Division, 
and the Consulai- Affaii*s Division were in 
one unit, imder one central head. Buf now 
the all-important Security Division wan- 
separated from the Passpoi't and Consular 
Affairs Division. This resulted in less security 
and more bureaucracy. The Division be- 
came 'staffed with red New Frontiersmen, 
The highly capable Miss Knight had long 
advocated in Congressional testimony moru 
stringent laws to prevent the issuance o? 
U. S. passports to communists. Because oi' 
this she became tlic victim of general harass- 
ment and was left hopelessly understaffed. . 
Nonetheless, working with unremitting zeal 
and risk to her health, she brought about ft 
greatly improved passport system. A passporS. 
that foi-merly took from three to four weekit 
to obtain could now be processed within 
forty-eight hours, thus elimmating much red 
tape. Also, the communists found it mora 
— o— Please turn to page 2 — o— 
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difficult to obtain passports. Word soon >v^t 
out tliat Miss Knight had to "bo IcicU^ ^p- 
stairs." Her efficiency and patrioHsm'did not 
set well \vitli her superior, one Abba Sch- 
Traria;, Zionist, head of Consular Affairs, and 
jnCTiber of a law firm that dealt largely yvitli 
refugee caajs. TJie State Departnient cteiiied 
V^^ e^js.tejiic'e of a memo calling for Miss 
I^ght lo be "kicked iipsitah-s,** (tlius far 
unsuccessful) urital the Senate Cpmmittee 
produced an sictual photostat' of tlie saine! 

Tlie foU9wing excei-pts from an article by 
laoImesAlepuder (Human Events^ 12/7763), 
are significant: 

The rockbed reason for all lliis high level 
Jlim-flam is to break down the security sys- 
tem on pcrsoimel, to issue passports and 
Tisas lo persons wlio olhenvise wouldn't get 
<hcm, and to prevent deportation of persons 
trlio otherwise would be deported. 

Meanwhile, said ihc senator, he'd heard 
stories out of the House of Reprcscuiativcs 
about a crinuiial rhig wliich deals for money 
in iho visa and deportation mart. Tlie tic-iu 
of erbue and subversion, spiced with big 
name favoritism, awaits an hivesti^atiou that; 
w^ll probaI>ly take place on llio other eido of 
ihe Hill. 

Since the matter would find its way to 
the House Subcoimnitlee on Innnigrallon and 
Nalnralizalion, I called upon its chainnan, 
fiUchael Feighau (D.-Oliio), who Imd heard 
the same ugly stories of purchased passports 
and visa deportation innnwiities. 

''^fany members have told me they're 
<couccrned about the rmuors of developments 
in- the hnmigrafion field," Feighau told me, 
but would vonclisafe no more. 

We cannot help but \\'onder if Abba Seh- 
wailz knows anything about the ring re- 
ferred to above and if this has any bearing 
on his aversion lo iiliss Knight. 

JERKY JAOKIS 

Anotlier patriot, a victim of unbelievable 
abuse by the Stale Department hiorai'chy is 
JERRY JACKIS. Ho is the former investi- 
gator for The Agency for IiTternational De- 
velopment who uncovered llie misuse of U.S. 
dollars in Cambodia. In June 1958, Mr. 
Jackis nqliced materials with International 
Coopel-a'tions Administration markings, being 
used on a ^qviet liospital project, part of an 
outstanding propaganda drive by the Soviets 
to brii^g Cambodia into their orbit. After 
Jackis rejiqrted this matter to his superior. 
Mar] in W, Haas, he received an immediate 
dressing jjo^vn. In less than twenty-four 
hours he founcj himself assigned as a janitor 
in a mission storage warehouse! 

Tiie usual harassment ensued. The high 
command finally dismissed him in^ 1962 
after Jie* received an unsatisfactory efficiency 
raUng, the only such he had ever received. 
Jackis was subsequenily re-employed after 
Representalives Hardy and Gross interceded. 
He has since resigned in disgust! Is it any 
wonder we have now lost Cambodia? 

TlieAe are but three incidents where palri- 
ciism did not pay. There are oilier incidents 
too numerous lo lisi. Such a situation couUt 
onJy <*7{ist in a Department controlled I)y 
lj'aitor<>. 



TH E QHAB AOTEB OF THE STATE DEFT, 
iliis Department is tlie giant that keeps 
growing. From a two-room apartment, with 
a secretary and four aides and an cperathig 
budget of S6500, hiaTSl, tlie State Depart- 
ment had become a major operation by 1949 
with 6000 U. S. employees and 11,000 ia 
foreign lands. By 1959 it had 42,000 em- 
ployees: 11,000 m the .U/S.' and '31,000 in 
seventy-five foreign, countries. It boasts of 
1200 buildings Ui 20d cities and an annual 
budget of near $250,000,000! 

As the budget mci'eases, subversion and 
inefficiency increase.' P^mer Pres. Hoover 
warned Eisenhower, when he was president: 

"'Wliilo you still control Congress overhaul 
the State Department. Reorganize this de- 
partment so it can oporaic. You must cut it 
down, weed it out, and imtil it is done, no 
X)resideiit will ever again control the jexecu- 
livo branch of the thiitcd States." 

We have warned our readers many limes 
over the years of subversion in the State 
Department. 

As early as May 25, 1946, we wrote: 

"Which department do you thiulc has the 
most Reds: the State Department or the 
O. P. A. A tip: Estimates on the State De- 
partment rmi from, tvyp to four thousand."

"The State Department is of coiu'se satu- 
rated with communists in Washingten, and 
the ICremliu hi Moscow is belter hiformed 
of our affairs than is the average American 
citizen." 

March 2, 1947: 

"Acheson pui^hed .... Grew' out .... 
because Grew opposed communist infiltration. 
Acheson, assisted by Benjamin V. Cohen 
. . . protects more than 2000 Reds under 
him " 

Sept. 5, 1948: 

"ComnmiUsfs Ipiow Franlifurter has placed 
many judges,* they Imow he also nms the 
State Department through Ben. Cohen, 
Alger Hiss and others." 
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' "The State'Bepartment has gro^ Oeyoiiil 
any bounds ima^ned by the Congress itself 
oven ten years ago. It will spend . . . about 
half the expected 43 billion dollar bitdgc! 
. . -, It controls in one way or anotlier oitr 
foreign trade ... all of our foreign and 
much of our domestic agricultural activities. 
It controls foreign loans .... the administr- 
fion of Gcrmaniy and other occupied couutrre^. 
Therefore we repeat j the investigation of the 
State Department is of the highest import- 
ance . . . ." 

The situation has worsened tvitla each 
diange in administi'ation and has reached a 
new high in subversion under Dean Rusk. 

DAVID DEAN RUSK 

Rusk is a former Rhodes scliolar who 
later became head of the Rockefeller Foimd- 
ation and is now a member of the COUN- 
CIL OiSr FOREIGN RELATIONS. The re- 
view of his background indicates sti'ong ties 
with sinister, behind-tlie-scenes operations. 

Dean Rusk was given charge of the British 
Empire Division of the red Office Of Stra- 
tegic Services durhig W. W. H. Here he 
\\'orked closely with his good friend the no- 
torious pro-comrnunist RALPH BUNCHE. 
He later became Deputy Chief of Staff u^ider 
GENERAL JOEs**^TrL^^^3LL,^ famous for 
Ilis violent pro-communist activities in Oie 
Chuia-Burma-India theatre. 

The following paragraph from "THE 
CHINA STORY," by Freda Utley, page 121, 
reveals the true Dean Rusk, in lus own un- 
believable words: 

"Not even .'Mao Tsc Timg or Stalin ever 
ventured to give such a clean bill of health 
to the Cliluese Commmiists as he. On .June 
14, 1930 Dean Rusk told the World Affairs 
Comicll Conference of the University of 
Pemisylvania, that the Chhiese "Revolution" 
is„"not Russian in esseuse'^ and "does not 
aun at dictatorsliip."

25, 1950,^ when the communists uivaded

U. N. meeting the next day so the Korean 
effort by the.

Also,' he did 
the maneuveiing that brought about the 
recognition.of .Israel in 1948. 

In view of Rusk's record and bacliground, 
could we expect anything but treason?

On January 22, 1963, a group of cryplo- 
Communists, Communists and Socialists, met in 
Uic ballroom of the Americana Hotel, New 
York City, for the purpose of raising $20 mil- 
lion, without which the Fund i:oi: the Republic 
will be unable to function. Among those pres- 
ent were: Robert Hutchins, Achat Stevenson, 
Clifford Case, Robert Kennedy, Henry Schlesln- 
gcr, Cyms iaton, William Douglas, Joseph 
Clark, Adolph" Schmidt, George Ball. Many 
patriots will chuckle witli glee if the Fund dies 
of lack of funds. 

Since it was organised (195.-1), with Ford 
Foundation money ($15 million), it has been 
the angel for the forces creating confusion.

The Fund refers to itself as "an educational 
institution."

failed to answer cjuestions on Communiv ,>tf3l- 
iations jiropounded to them by hiuxuh 'ji Adu- 
cation. It is, o( course, the pa\ma>K> o> -tiuts 
of anti-sovereign states' lights.

Otto Premiiiger, a Jew, has received tlio 
Grand Cross of aierit from the Knights of - 
the Holy Sepulchre, a Boman CathoKc Order. 
He was cited at the ceremony ia Kome for 
his picture, 'Ihe CardbiaV ». 

Otto Preminger arrived in the United 
States dui'ing World War n as a refugee 
seeking asylum. He was unmediately aided 
by Henhau Sinmilm, Lillian Hclhnan, etc, 
and^eveiituaHy landed^ at 20th. CentuiiyJTox 
as actor-director and later as a producer. 
He is well-imown for producing "controver- 
sial" films such as "The Moon Is Blue" (sex, 
vhrginity) and "The Man With The Golden 
'Ana" (dope addiction). Botli of these films 
were produced without the producers* seal 
of approval regarding suitable material for 
the screen (N. Y. News, 11/10/63). 

Preminger was also responsible for "A- 
aatomy of a Murder" (rape) , and "Advise 
and Consent" (about perverts, blackmailers 
and subversives in tlie U. S. Gov't.). His 
greatest feat \\'as "Exodus" in which he em- 
ployed Communist writer Dalton Trumbo as 
screen writer. Trumbo was sentenced to jail 
from June 9, 1930 to April, 1951, for con- 
tempt of Congress. The Hollywood Reporter 
in 1946 publislied tlie Communist . pai:ly 
(U.S.) book numbers of Trumbo (No, 36802) 
and EUig Lardner, Jr. (No. 25109) . (Chicago 
Trii>imo, 11/10/46), Lardner will be the 
screen writer for Preminger's next picture 
''Genius'*. 

**!rhe Cardinal", for whicii Preminger has 
received Cardinal Cushing's blessing, plus 
tile above-mentioned Grand Cross of Merit 
from the Roman Catholic Church, has only 
one real-life cliaracter, Cardhial Innitzer, of 
Vienna, Austria. Preminger has departed 
from Heniy Morion Rohhisoii'-s novel, and 
injected some of his own pet ideas into the 
film.Cardinal Innitzer's great crime was his 
devotion to the German cause and more par- 
ticulai'ly tlie approval by the Cardinal and 
the otlier Austrian Bishops of Hitler's union 
of Austria and Germany. On Mai'ch 18, 1938, 
the Austrian Bishops issued a joint statement 
which read in part: "We are also of the 
cxmriction tliat through the activity of the 
National Socialist movement the danger of 
the wholly destructive and godless Bolslic- 
^Sto will be forestalled." (IHunicfi National- 
ZMlimg, 7/12/63). There are false charges 
m the film to the effect that Cardmal Innit- 
zer's sermons were censored by Nazi officials, 
and tliat tlie Cardinal substituted "HeH 
Hitler" for "Praised bo tlie Lord." 

It is intei-esting to note here that "tlie only 
"beliefvaWe" cliaracters in "Mie Cardhial" 
who have any spiritual quality or depth are. 
Cardhial Gleimon and Father Ned Halley,

been cited by tlie House Committee on Un- 
American Activities and California Coimnit- 
tee as an effective leader of tlie Commie 
cause in Hollywood (Hollywood for Sane), 
Burgess I\Teredith has also been cited by tlie 
House and California Committee for asso- 
ciation witir many Red fronts including 
Oiought Control; Coimnitt«e for the 1st 
Amendment; Fihn and Photo League, etc.

Him- 
mler replied tliat ho had received the order 
from the Fuehrer to bring about the final 
solution of the Jewish problem — or rather 
Heydrich and his successor had tliat order — 
and tlio mahi point of that order was that 
tiie Jews he evacuated from Cfonnany."

The disarmament plan has been develop- 
ing for several years among, a number of 
ultra-liberal professors at the University of 
Michigan. 

Notable among them are Kenneth E. 
Boulding (a foreigner who came to our 
shores to toll us Americans how we can best 
"protect" our national and individual free- 
dom). He is a member of the National Ad- 
visory Council of the left-wing Stntlent 
Peace Union, He is co-author of "The U.S. 
and Kcvolutioa." The sale of his books is 
actively promoted by Fellowship Publica- 
tions and the Center for the Study of Demo- 
cratic liistilutions. 

'Another sparkplug among the University 
of Michigan faculty for this plan is Professor 
Anatole Kapoport who was bom in Russia 
and who now presumes to advise us Amer- 
icans as to how we can (through disarma- 
ment) turn a deadly struggle for sumval 
into a polite "debate" with the Soviet Union. 
In 1959 a "Center of Research on Conflict 
Resolution" was set up at the University of 
Michigan using personnel whose salaries are 
paid in part with your tax money. A "Jour- 
nal of Conflict Resolution," published and 
paid for in part by your tax money, has ^ for 
the past six years spewed forth -a steady, 
stream of "peace at any price" propaganda. 
More recently, the University of Michigan, 
assisted in the formation of an "Jnstihite 
of Arms Control and Peace Research," which 
has begun publishing the Journal of Arms 
Control. 

On December 17th, 1962 this disarmament 
plan suddenly jumped from the category of 
a haiTnless pipe dream into full gi'own and 
extremely dangerous threat On that date 
began a four day "International Arms Con- 
trol Symposium" held at Ann Arbor.

As a result of this. symposium tliese. organ- 
izations now have at their disposal $4,0001000 
with the promise of more to come.

Witli- tile public properly braimvasiied and 
sufficient anti-gun legislation passed at the 
national level these people are aiming at a 
target dale of January 1, 1966 to begin the 
actual confiscation' of civilian anns. 

IT'S STA^E »EPT. PLAN 

A subject of considerable unofficial de- 
bate- was whether or not it would be' desir- 
able to* first liave a period of amnesty in 
whjch^ people; could, turn their guns- in vol- 
untarily and be paid a fab market price for 
them. Some ^ of those present argued that 



such a move would merely give people an 
opportunity to hide their guns away. Others 
argued that it would not be possible to I^eep 
confiscation plans entirely secret and tliey 
thouglit most people would turn in their guns 
voluntarily when they could receive pa^Tnent 
for them rather than chance having them 
confiscated later on without payment. 

All of this was discussed in terms of the 
State Department plan for "Total Disarma- 
ment in a Peacefnl World." 

Although not listed as a speaker, an acUv^ 
participant in these "hifonnal discussions" 
was Eoborfc O. Blood, Jr., 2005 Penncraft & 
Court, Aim"ATbor, Michigan- (Sociology -De- 
partment. U. of Mich.). Blood was one of the 
signers of an open letter to President Truman 
published in the commmiist "Worker" Aug. 
13, 1950 under the letter-head of the identi- 
fied communist front "Amoricaii Committee 
for the Protection of tUo Foreign Born." He 
lias been affiliated with the "Committee for 
Frco Political Advocary," tlie National Coun- 
cil of Sciences and> Professions and other 
"communist controlled organizations. 

In 1961 the United States Congress passed, 
and the Senate approved, Public Law S7-297. 
This law was signed into final effect by 
President Kennedy In November of that year. 
Under this law the United States disaiiina- 
ment agency was brought hito existence and 
the appointed personnel of tliis agency were 
given full power to Ji'ansfer or eliminate all 
or any part of the weapons and/or personnel 
of our Army, Navy, Air Force, and Marine 
Corps. 

The general plan under which this is to be 
accomplished was spelled out in publication 
7277 of the United States Department, 
available for 15^ per copy -from the Super- 
intendent of Documents, U. S. Government 
Printing Office, Washington, (25) D..C. 

Most Americans still do not realize that 
in 1946 our Senate ratified the United Nations 
Charter as a Treaty Obligation. Since that 
-tfrnffttte^upremff-cnurrhasheld'that^treaty - 
law supersedes the United States Constitution. 
TIius, the United States Constitution is no 
longer the supreme law of this land. In the 
final analysis we are now governed by the 
United Nations Charter which was written 
by two communist; spies with many parts 
copied directly from the so-called constitu- 
tion of the Union of Soviet Socialist Repub- 
lics. 

U.N, TAKES OVER U.S. TKOOPS 
Most Americans d.Q not x-ealize that a num- 
ber of United States Army Troops were 
turned over to the United Nations command 
to make practice seizures of a number of 
American cities as far back as 1952. These 
and many other facts concerning the com- 
munist subversion and control of our own 
government have been carefully hidden from 
tlie American people, 

_-, When these facts are known, however, 
- the possibility of our personal firearms being, 
confiscated by the end of 1965 seems less 
fant-astic. The actual procedure discussed at 
Hihis symposium for confiscation of these anns 
called for the United States to be divided 
up into areas of approximately five states 
each. Beginning with the northwestern part 
of the United States each of these areas is 
to be sealed off with troops and systemat- 
ically searched until all possible arras (sup- 
posedly) are found and confiscated.

In the course of the raid, the. Allied of- 
ficers emptied the contents of the safe/0ne 
of the documents foimd in it containedtfa v 
specific outline of "Rules for Brfnging Aboujt*** 
a Revolution." It is reprinted here to show 
the strategy of materialistic revolution, and 
how personal attitudes and habits of li\-ing 
affect the affairs of nations: 

A. Cornipt the yomig. Get them away from 
religion. Get them interested in sex. aEake 
them superficial, destroy their ruggcdness. 

B. Get control of all means , of publicitj^- and 
thereby: 

1. Get people's minds off their govern- 
ment bj- focusing their attention on 
athletics, sexy books and plays, and 
other trivialities. 

3. Divide the people into hostile groups 
by constantly harping on controversial 
matters ofjiojmportance. 
3. Destroy fhe peox>lo's "faith in then: 
natiwal leaders by holding these latter 
np to ridicule, obloquy, and contempt. 
•i. Always preach tnie democracy, but 
seize power as fast and as ruthlessly as 
possible. 

5. By eucoxi raging govermuent extrava- 
gance, destroy its credit, prodnco fear 
of hiffation with rising prices and gen- 
eral discontent. " 

6. JFoment unnecessary sfcrilces in vital 
industries, encourage civil disorder and 
foster a lenient and soft attitudb on the 
part of govermuent towards such dis- 
orders. 

7. By specious arginncnts cause the 
breakdown of tlie old moi^r virtues: 
honesfj'-, sobriety, continenoa, faitli ui the 
pledged word, ruggcdness: 

C. Cause the registration of all firearms on 
some pretext, with a view to confiscating 
them and leaving the population helpless. —

> These simple "Rnlcs for Revolution" have 
never been changed; foi* the simple reason 
that it has never been necessary to change 
them. They worked in France in tlie late 
eighteenth centui-y, and again in the mid 
nineteenth century. They worked in Russia. 
They worked in Geimany under the Weimar 
Republic which produced National Socialism 
imder Hitler, And those same rules are 
working in the United States today. 

There have, of course, been refmements 
of the strategy of application of these rules. 
Thea-evolutionaries of mm day did not cor- 
rupt the young by getting them away from 
religion. They were more direct: they cor- 
rupted reUgion itself, lliat made it so much 
easier to coiTupt tho young. 

When radio and television became "means 
of publicity," it became much easiei— and 
:fastei-~to accomplish the seven aims listed 
5n these "Rules for Rcvohition," 

But there remained "Riilo 0/' which was 
difficult of accomplishment Mn the United 
States. For the very wise Founding Fathers 
wrote into this Nation's Constitution a pro- 
scription against the limitation ol the citizens' 
right to liave and bear ai'ms. That second 
article of the Bill of Rights is well known 
to most American citizens— and the con- 
fiscation, of privately owned arms has been 
a "puzzler" to revolutionary conspirators. 
One would hesitate to slate unequivocally 
that tho assassination of a President of the 
United States, by a revolutionary using a 
private arm, was iletcnniuea as the one\\'ay 
to create the eniofional cUmatc required in 
order to bring about "fhu rcgisti-ation of all 
Ikcarms. on some pretext, with a view to 
confiscating them anti Iea\iug the popula- 
tion lielpless."

-SURRENDER AT GENEVA

armament at Geneva, Switzerland, came as 
a stunning shock to those Americans who 
foimd mention of it hi their newspapers, and 
to most of the Members of the United States. 
^Congress. This proptjscd Treat:? "offers a^plan 
to surrender American sovereignly and lay 
down the military strength of this Nation 
before the very enemy who has promised to 
bury us. 

The United States Senate learned of the 
existence of. the Treaty Out Hue when a news 
story from Geneva was placed- in the Con- 
gressional Record, It slated. 

The United States will submit to the 
Geneva Conference a plan calling for tlie 
elimination of. national arnttes within luue 
years and their replacement by a United 
Nations force. 

When tlie news broke, Senator Ricliurd 
Russell, Chairman of the Senate Armed Ser- 
vice Committee, is reported to have said: 

This is the first time I have heard of sucli 
a suggestion by any official of the govern^ 
ment; I shall oppose with all my strength 
any proposal which would '<lisbaud the armed 
forces of the. United States. Wc ciiii tallc all 
wc please about various agreements, but the 
' element ivhich is maintaiiiiug peace and 
preventing a major war today is the armed 
might of. the U.S.A., led by the Strategic 
Air Coriunand. 

1 do not believe that the people of the 
United' States- would tolerate any such thUig 
as that for five minutes if mado by aaiy 
man* bi public life ... It Avoidd put tliis 
comitryat the mercy of XliQ Soviet Union* 

Senator Strom Thurmond added his pro- 
test: 

I could not agree wiUi Sena (or Russell 
more in this eloquent and brief argimieut 
agahist disbanding our nuclear and eonveiir 
tional forces, in order to create a super armed 
force for the United Nations. Tho UN is,uow 
controlled by the neutralists, who, judging 
by their UN voting records, are in tm*n con- 
trolled' by the So\ict Union, 

This bitter indictment of the Geneva 
Treafy^ Oiiflhie on Disarmament, to say 
nothing of its existence, never reached the 
American people as a whole. The content 
of- this Treaty would shock' the average 
American to the depths of his soul. 

In the- name of peace, we would be asked 
to: Abolish West Point, AYinapoliS, and all 
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'*War to the Iiilt between communism 
and capitali&m is inevitable . . . '£o win 
we shall need the elemenC of siu*prib<*. 
Xho bourgeois will have to be put fo 
sleep. So wc shall begin by lamielmig 
the most spectacular peace niovemeul 
on record. There will be eleetrifyiu;^ 
overtures and unheard of concesstciis. 
The capitalistic countries, stupid and 
dcaulcnf, will rejoice to cooperate in 
their oun destruction. They will r">ap 
at another chance to be friends.

'ctiction of tiie'Inlernational Coint of JOitioe! 
Nullify the Constitution by agreeing to enact 
legislation hi support of the proposed Treaty 
"miposiug legal obligations on huUvidnals 
and organizations and providing approiuiato 
penalties for their noncompliance.". 

The stated goal of the Treaty is, 

Consstruction of a Uniteil Nation;* Peace 
Force nutil it had sufficient armed Korces 
and arnumients so that no nation oould 
challenge it. 

These last are the most chilling word:; ever 
set forth by ^ the government of y free 
people. No vanquished nation ever had har- 
sher terms spelled out. It is proposed- io give 
this enormous power to tlie United Nations 
and its agencies at the precise moment in 
history when once ardent supporters ot the 
United Nations are adding iheir voices to 
those who have long held that organisation 
suspect. 

The proposal is subject to' ilie inicrpre- 
tation tliat our Govei-nment does not seek 
victory in.the cold war agahist comnjimism 
and is, therefore, willmg to settle fov a po- 
tentially communist-dominated world govern- 
ment. The principal agencies of this- body 
would be the International Court of dustice, 
the International Disarmament Organiiiatjon, 
' and the United Nations Peace Force— aJVvvjth 
unchallengeable power. 

Total disarnnmient and surrender :o this 
body are- to be accomplished in three stages 
of 3 years each, during wliicli the United 
Nations and its various divisions named 
above would be progressively strengthened 
and tlie ''partics^ to Wxa. TrcatjV' including 
the United States, systematically \ve;.i|{cncd. 

CONNALLY AIMENDIMEKT 

Attention is called to the fact ih-ai the 

second stage of the proposed disarmament 

treaty calls for acceptance of the compulsory 

jurisdiction of the Internationa! Court of 

Justice, commonly called the World Court. 

The International Court of Justice is the 

principal judicial organ of the United 

N.ations. Tho United Slates does not now 

accept conipulsory jurisdiction of tiie Coiu-t, 

which functipns in accordance with jus own

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statute without regard for the provisions of 
the Constitution of the United Slates or the 
Bill of Rights. 

There is' no definitive body of interna- 
tional iaw upon which the International 
Court oJP Justice may draw in rendering its 
decisions. 

The President of the World Court is a 
jurist from communist Poland and there are 
two other communists on its 15-member 
body, altliough the communists do not accept 
compulsory jurisdiction of the Court. Tlie 
United States has no assurance tliat it will 
always be represented on the World Court; 
and its sole representative today is Philip 0. 
Jossiip, who in 1951 was denied confirmation 
as the United States Delegate to the United 
Nations because of his association with tlie 
Institute of Pacific Relations. Mr. Jessup is 
serving on the World Court as a nominee 
of the General Assembly of the United Na- 
tions, where we iiave one vote and no veto, 
and without the recommendation or prior 
approval of Congress. 

The United States is now protected from 
World Court meddling in its domestic affairs 
by the Connally Amendment to the United 
States Declaration of Adherence to the 
.World Court. This Amendment reserves to 
the United States the right to determine 
what matters are foreign and what matters 
are domestic, and therefore beyond the jur- 
isdiction of this Com:t. 

For this reason the American people have 
demanded the continuing protection of the 
Connally Amendment and have repeatedly 
demonstrated their opposition to all efforts 
to repeal it. Acceptance of compulsory' jur- 
isdiction of tlie World Court would nullify 
the protection now provided to the United 
States by the Connally Amendment. 

AEMS CONTROL AND DISAETHAaiENT 
AGENCY 

Many other particulars in the disarmament 
proposals being offered go far beyond any- 
thing considered a few short years ago. 
Members of the United States Congress are 
now belatedly inquiring whether the U. S. 
'Arms Control and Disarmament Agency- 
Public Law 87-297— was not actually created 
to forward the dangerous proposals which 
have been unfolded since it was established 
in September 1961. 
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The Act that established this Agency gave - 
the Director powers not previously granted 
to the Administration of the then existing 
U. S. Disarmament Administration. Congi'ess 
has a limited check on the Agency Director, 
who is answerable only to the President and 
the Secretary of State. He is empowered to ■ 
negotiate with other nations and other inter- 
national agencies. 

President Kennedy called the new Agency 
a symbol of the importance which the 
United States attaches to disarming man- 
kind of the weapons of war. Its advocates 
in Congress glowingly desci-ibed' it as The 
Peacei=Agenoyr and tliere were tliose-who 
voted for it simply because 'TTou can't vote 
against Peace," 

The Senators and Representatives \\'ho had 
read the fine print in the bill authorizing the 
Agency took a sterner view. Congressman 
John M. Ashbrook warned that it might, 
better be called The Siurrender Agency. 
He- said, 

The testimony is replete xnih evidence 
which indicates this Agency may well bo 
the back door for the one-worlders to ac- 
complish their goal of the mandatoiy uiter- 
nationa] world court, a repeal of the Con- 
nally Eesen^ation, and a subservience of 
American sovereignty to some' superbody. 
It is also the back door to recognition of Red 
China diplomatically .... 

By approving this bill the administration 
will have nn expression of Intent from this 
body which will, in my judgment, encourage 
it to make broad advances toward world 
government. 

Is that not what has apparently happened? 
And why did Congress ignore the storm 
signals that had already been hpisted? As 
long ago as March 21, 1960, an. Associated 
Press release from Geneva announced that 
the Soviet bloc at the Conference was told 
that, in the last stage of the Western dis- 
armament plaHj General Staffs and Military 
Schools such as Wiest Point and the Unitec] 
States Naval Academy woidd be abolished. 
When the Disarmament Agency was ap- 
proved by the United States Congress^ that 
body knew, if the American people did not, 
that on March 30, 1961, the Government of 
the United States and the Soviet Union Iiad 
filed with tlie United Nations a Joint State- 
ment of Agreed Principles for Disarmament 
Negotiations. The goals set forth were less 
detailed but similar to those spelled out in 
the Geneva Treaty Ouflhie. 

UNITED NATIONS POLICE FOKCE 

Why did the United States Congress not 
immediately publicize and denounce State 
Department Publication 7277, Freedom From 
War— the United States Program for General 
and Complete Disannament in- a Peaceful 
World, which was' released shortly after the 
U. S. Anns Control and Disarmament Agency 
was enacted into law? The verbiage is 
strikingly similar to that which is contained 
in the Geneva Treaty OufUne, 

Objectives listed in this State Department 
pamphlet included: 

The disbanding of all national armed 
forces and prohibition of flieir reestablish- 
ment hi any form whatsoever other than 
those required to preserve mtemal order and 
for contributions to a United Natfons Peace 
Force; 

The institution of 'effective means for en- 
forcement of international agreements, for 
the settlement, of disputes, and for the main- 
tenance of. peace in accordance with the 
principles of the United Nafionsj (Note the 
absence of any mention of the Constitution. )_ 

The establishment of an effective opera- 
tion of an International Disarmament Organ- 
ization within the framework of tlio United 
Nations to insure compliance at all times 
with all disannament obligations. 

OUR CAUSE IS JUST 

Meanwhile, America cannot afford the 
risk of a weakened military posture; nor can 
we dismiss as blatant propaganda the Geneva 
Treaty Outline, since it has been offered by 
presumably responsible officials of the U. S. 
government and far exceeds the limit of 
action open to any nation interested in its 
own survival.

A source, who has furnished reliable information 
in the past and who is the author of a column on current 
events, which is published in many newspapers throughout 
the country, on July 22, 1964, furnished the following 
information: 

The author, on July 21,1964, received an anonymous 
call from what appeared to be a restrained and responsible 
woman, who stated that she was afraid to identify herself. 
The caller stated that Benjamin Preedman, a very rich anti- 
Semite associated with the magazine, "Common Sense", published 
in New Jersey, contributed financially to the Negroes who 
recently terrorized Orthodox Jews in Brooklyn, 

^ The anonymous caller added that Preedman has -boasted 
rthat he has contributed financially to promote anti-Seiftii'ism 
among Negroes in Harlem, New York, New York, 



The anonymous caller gave no other information » 
author had no other information relative to this matter. 

A source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the jjast, on December 28, 
1956, advised that Preedman had been 
associated with and supported "common 
sense". However, preedman had an argument 
with the publisher of "common Sense" and 
consequently had not recently (December, 
1956) met with the publisher. This source 
added that most people regard Preedman as a 
man with a disordered mind.

The lengthy (9 months) Kivonia Sabotage 
Trial was brought to a close on June 12, 
1964, when eight of the ten accused were 
found guilty of conspiring to overthrow the 
Government of South Africa by violent 
means, some of the charges alleging the use 
of outside mili.tary hitervention. They were 
sentenced to life imprisonment, although 
their guilt could have mcurred the death 
penalty. Found guilty were six black Afri- 
cans, an Indiein and a white (Dennis Gold- 
berg). A ninth defendant, former Communist 
Party propaganda chief Lionel Bernstein, 
was acquitted and promptly rearrested on 
imspecified charges. 

Last fall, the leaders _ of the sabotage 
group had been apprehended in a plotting 
session on the farm of Arthur Goldreicb, 
formerly an Israeli guerrilla. 

While awaiting trial, Goldreich escaped 
from a Johannesburg jail, fled the country 
disguised as a priest ui black clerical garb, 
and thereby escaped standing trial (South 
'African Observer, July 1954). 

After being detained for four days, Abra^ 
ham Fischer, senior defense counsel of the 
guilty eight saboteurs, was released from a 
Johannesburg jail on July 12. Fischer had 
been held under a security law which per- 
mits police to hold suspects for 90-day 
periods without charge or trial. He had been 



rounded up with 40 others, mostly whites, 
in Security Police swoops throughout the 
couritry. By July 15, the arrests totaled 
about 80 potential security rislis. 

Allegations have been made by the Am- 
erican "liberal" press, among others, that 
South Africans are being sentenced to death 
or imprisoned for their opposition to the 
Government's policy of Separate Develop- 
ment (apartheid). This was stronglydenied 
last June in the South African Parliament by 
Mr. B. J. Vorster, Minister of Justice and 
also by leaders of the Opposition parlies 
(United & Progressive). The Opposition 
Press in South Africa also agreed that the 
verdict of guilty in the Sabotage Trial was 
fair and just, although the accused were all 
opponents of apartheid. 

The chief defense lawyer in the Sabotage 
Trial, Abraham Fischer (alias Bram), has 
been identified by the South African De- 
partment of Justice as one of many white 
persons "who have been office-bearers, of- 
ficers, members or active supporters of the 
Commura'st Party of South Africa," (Regu- 
lation Gazette No. 142, Dept. of Justice, 
Republic of South Africa, Nov. 16, 1962. p 4), 

The list of subversive people compiled by 
South Africa's Justice Department is quite 
revealing. Oat of 129 white Europeans listed, 
over 90 are easily identified as bang- Jews, 
many with birthplaces other than South 
Africa, A few examples will suffice: Isaac 
Abraham Aber (Lithuania), Morris Baren- 
blatt (Russia), Emanuel Brown (Palestine), 
Jack Cohen (Russia), Alexander Israel 
.(Poland), Joe Levenson (Latvia) and Eli 
•Weinberg (Latvia). 

The Prime Minister of the Republic of 
South Africa, Hendrik F. Venvoerd, is the 
son of a Dutch Refonned Church missionary, 
and has lived in South Africa since he was 
a year old. On April 9, 1960, Prime Minister 
Verwoerd was shot twice in the head at 
point-blank range by a wealtliy white f ariner 
as he addressed a crowd of 30,000 spectators 
in Johannesburg. 



The^ Prime Minister's assailant, David 
Pratt, of Pietersburg, was identified as being 
*'of Jewish extraction" in the B*uai B'riih 
Messenger of Aug. 5, 1960. 

Prime Minister Verwoerd was regarded in 
some circles as being "anti-eemitic." In the 
mid-1930s, when -Dr. Venvoerd was a pi;c- 
fessor of applied psychology at Stellenbosbh 
University, he and five other professors pro- . 
tested to the Hertzog-Smuts government; 
against the admission of Jewish refugees 
from Germany, In 1937, Dr, Verwoerd be- 
came editor of the Nationalist Party news- 
paper, *a»ie Transvaalcr." His first article 
read in part: 

"The Nationalist does not hate the Jew, 
but there was a clash of interests between 
the Jew and the Afrikaner, and the Afrik- 
aner had found tliat commercial and in- 
dustrial undertakings wore mostly m *forcJga 
hands,' latterly mostly Jews." 

The Afrikaners are descendants of tho 
Dutch pioneers who established the i\mt 
Boer (farmer) settlement at the cape ia 
1652. 

Before Worid War H, the Nationalist Paity 
(now in control) introduced a bill aimed at 
prohibiting Jewsh immigration. The pa-iiy 
called for the "deletion of Yiddish as a rec- 
ognized European language for immigta/- 
tion purposes, for no further naturalization 
of Jewish immigrants, for the closing of 
certain professions to Jews and other 'non- 
assimilable' races, and for the prohibition 
of the changing of names, retTOspective to 
1930" (Londion Observer). 

After complaints from the Dutch Refonn- 
ed Synod, Educational Minister Jan Do 
Klerk banned exhibits on the evolutdon'of 
man (Darwin theory) from the Transvaal 
Museum in Pretoria, South Africa. 2h the 
past, Mr, De Klerk has also banned undo 
sculpture from public buildings in Pretoria. 
The standards of Ciiristian education are 
being applied -in South Africa.' It is the de- 
clared policy of Prime Mmister Verwoerd'S

Prior to the 194i Democratic convention, 
Fjnanklin Delano Roosevelt discussed several 
Vice-Pi-esidential possibilities v/itli Demo- 
cratic chaU-man Robert Hannegan and-other 
Democratic leaders. For the final choice, 
FDR is reported to have told tliem that they 
must first "Clear it with Sydney.'* 

Sidney Hillman, ' who okayed the 1944 
Democratic candidate for Vice-President 
(later to become President), was bom on 
March 23, 1887 in Zagare, Lithuania, then 
a part of Russia. He was the son of Sclimucl 
and Judith Paikcn Gilman. Young Schmuel 
Gilman graduated from a Jewish Seminary 
at Zagare, and was reported jailed in Zagare 
during the 1905-1906 Russian Revolution, 
where he was among the workers who 
seized the town of Zagare in the name of the 
people, and was a member of the Proletarian 
Committee which governed the town. 

Sidney Hillman (Schmuel Gilman) arrived 
in the U.S.A. as a political refugee on Aug. 
10^ 1907. Seven years later, he became Pres- 
ident of the Amalgamated Clothing Workers 
Union, While pursuing his American career 
as a N.Y.C. gannent worker, Sidney Hillman 
eame to know the Socialist leader Morris 
HiUquit (IRIisca Hilkowfcz) and Leon Xrot- 
sliy (I^v Davidovicli Bronstcin). Later on, 
through his contact with Felix Franltftirtcr, 
Sidney Hillman began his most important: 
relationships with President Roosevelt. 

The day aftei* the late John f.^ Kennedy 
received the 1960 Democratic nomination for 
President, three men were called to his 
sui*e to discuss JFK's choice of ><Lyixlon,.B. 
Johnson tor Vice-President: Alex Rose 
(President, Millinery Union) ; Walter Reu- 
ther (President, Auto Workei*s Union); and 
'Arthur Goldberg (then AFL-CIO counsel 
— -now Supreme Court Justice). The three 
•labor representatives were not too happy 
with tlie choice of LBJ when a telephone 
call came for Alex Rose. It was David Du- 
binsk-y in New York, Dubinsky told Bose, 
**l thiirii It*s a good ticket . . . that can wm." 
Dubinsky's v/as the first liberal voice of pol- 
ilacal acceptance for Lyndon B. Johnson.

David Dubinsky controls tlie New I'ovk 
state Liberal Party, which is an off-shoot of 
Sidney Hillman's .^tnerican Labor Party. It 
represents close lio half a million votes and 
can be tlie deciding factor in an election. For 
example, it provided JFK with the winning 
margin in 1960 both at the state and national 
level. Just as in 1960, tlie Liberal Party im- 
age is considered important to Lyndon B. 
Johnson in 1964 and he is being groomed 
accordingly. At 1:00 P.M., Thursday, June 
4, 1964, David Dubinsky, Aies Kosc (boiii 
Liberal Party vice-diairmen) and Walter 
Keuthcr sat down at a luncheon in the Hick- 
ory House (N.Y.C.) to discuss the. political 
future of Lyndon B. Johnson. On June 2, 
Ijberal Par^ leaders had offered LBJ then- 
nomination for the 1964 Presidency.

Tlio Dallas Daily News fiurther reported 
that the ballot box of Precinct No. IS in Jim 
Wells County had been locked in the vault of- 
the Parr Banlc. itmnors were circulating that 
the ballot box of Precinct No. 13 of Jhn 
Wells County was locked in the vault 'of 
Parr Banlc and woidd not be brought out and 
officially reported until it was laiowu exactly 
how many votes were needed to make LBJ 
a gtirporfed \vinner of the August 28, 1D4S 
rmi-off primaiy election which followed the 
State-wide July 24, 1948 primary ^>-^on.

A three-man sub-committee of the Texas 
State Democratic Executive Committee had 
previously been set up in Austin to receive 
and officially tabulate all Democratic Party 
pfimary election residts. Tliis siib-comittce 
reported on September S, 1948 that ex-Gov- . 
eriior Coke Stevenson had been elected by a 
US vote majority in the August 28, 1948 
Democratic Party's nm-off primary election. 

Witliin a matter of honrs after this report 
ivas released as official aiid final by the Texas 
State i)emocrafic' Executive Committee in 
Austiii, John C6nnally inunediatcly refuted 
it with a release from Alice, the county cap- 
ital of Jim Wells CoTuitj', in which lie stated 
tlmt the ballot box of Precinct No, IS in Jhh 
Wells Coimty had been "re canvassed," and 
errors had been discovered that gave LBJ 
201 additional votes. According .to John 
Conually's September .*}, 1948 "rccauvass'* 
LBJ received 9r>7 votes agaiiist 61 votes 
received by ex-Go vcrnor Coke Stevenson. 
John ConnalJy's September 3, 1948 alleged 
"recanvass" gave Lt5J a purported state-wide 
niajoritj' of only 87 votes In the August 28, 
1918 run-off primarj- election and the nom- 
inatitm as the Democratic Party's candidate 
in the State of Texas for United States Sen- 
ator in the November 1948 general electioiiT 

In the Democratic Party's primary election 
on July 24, 1948, a new County Executive 
Committee had been elected for Jim Wells 
County, of wliich Harry Adams .was Chair- 
man and H. L. Poole was Secretary. Under 
(he laws of Texas, and following the estab- 
lished custom of the Democratic Paity in 
Texas; the new County Executive CommUtee 
must take immediate possession of Demo- 
cratic. Party primary election returns, 
as their legal and traditional custodian. 



However, in spite of a legal and traditional 
obligation to surrender to the new County 
Executive Committee as official and legal 
custodian, the retiU'ns of the August 28, 
1948 run-off primary, the old County Exec- 
utive Committee declined to surrender tlaem 
to Cliairman Adams and Secretaiy Poole 
although repeatedly demanded. The Secre- 
tary of the old County Executive Committee 
was Thomas Donald, an employee of the Parr 
bank, where he had placed the ballot box of 
Precinct No. 13 of Jim WeUs County in the 
vault of that bank, violating Texas law. 

Tliereupon, Chairman Ada mg and Secre- 
taiy Vodle alignSr Ihemselv^ completely

Chairman Adams and Secretary' Poole frank- 
ly confessed that neither of them had been 
able to examine the contents of tlie ballot 
box of Precinct No. 13 of Jim Wells County, 
althbughi the new County Executive Commit- 
tee was its custodian under laws of the 
State of Texas and tradition of the Demo- 
cratic Party in all primary elections. 

Chainnan Adams and Secretary Poole were 
present in the Parr bank when John Con- 
jially and Thomas Donald "rccanvasscd'* the 
' ballot box of Precinct No. 13 of Jim Wells 
County. Tlicy managed to get close enough 
to the "recanvai>s" then in progress there, 
to notice about 200 names had recently been 
added to the "list of 800 registered .voters, 
about 200 nances recently and hastily added 
tp the list of 800 names on the official list 
of registered voters. They noted that about 
200 names recently added to the list liad 
bceii added in alphstbetical order, and that 
all the names were iu identical handAvriting,

ROLE OF THE STATES 

The States created the three (Federal) 
agencies of government (Executive, Legis- 
lative and Judicial) and limited their powers. 
These agencies are the, creatures of the 
States and were not parties to the Consti- 
tutional conti-act which created them. All 
powers not granted to these agencies were 
retauicd by the States.

V. S. CONSTITHTION 
—A SWOEB INSTEAD OF A SHIEU) 

The States which created our Constitu- 
tional system of limited powers intended 
that the limitations they placed on the var- 
ious units of government should operate as 
a sliieia agajnslj would-be tyrants and usur- 
pers. Strangely enough, we are now witnes- 
sing a movement by the occupants of the 
federal agencies in which they are using the 
Constitutional contract as a sword to de- 
stroy then- creators and human freedom 
which the States intended to protect and 
shield by this contract. 

The lawless conditions, including Little 
Kock, Oxford and Tuscaloosa are the inev- 
itable consequence of the lawless action by 
the occupants of Federal agencies of gov- 
ernment. 

If the States should take positive action 
they could compel the occupants of the 
three Federal agencies to either conform to 
the Constitutional mandates or force them 
tio show that they are determined to over- 
throw the Constitution.

On August 4, 1964, three proposed bills 
were placed in the hands of many Alabama 
State Legislators. The first proposed bill de- 
clared Public Law No. 88-353 (1964 Civil 
Rights Act) to be un]a\vful and unconsti- 
tutional, and anyone caught enforcing it in 
the State of Alabama would be subject to 
a maximum of $10,000 fine, 5 years in jail, 
or both. Proposed Bill No. 2 declared all 
judicial and legislative acts based on the 
illegally-ratified 14th Amendment to be. 
"null and void for lack of Constitutional 
authority." The third bill proposal was "to 
rescind and revoke membership of the United 
States and the State of Alabama in the 
United Nations ..." 

The House of Representatives, Legisla- 
ture of Alabama in Special Session August, 
4-28, 1964, passed the first proposed bill, 
"Alabama Civil Riots Prevention Act of 
19G4" (H. B. 285) UNANIMOUSLY on 
August 25, 1964 by a vote of 76 to 0. 

H. B. 285. To use the final peaceful and 
la\vful means available to th© people of the 
sovereign State of Alabama, to void uncon- 
stitutional le^slation passed by members 
of tiie U. S. Congress, to clarify the law with.- 
in the State of Alabama which has been 
confused by unconstitutional and illegal 
actions of members of the United States 
Siipreme Court, the federal Rxecutive 
Branch and finally the U. S. Congress itself, 
to coirect distortions of the basic Law of 
the Land, to eliminate arrogations of power 
by federal agencies which power was not 
"delegated by the Constitution nor prohib- 
ited by it to the States," to revoke usurp- 
ations by the Federal Government of power 
retained under the Constitution of the 
United States by the State of Alabama and 
the people thereof, to void wthin the State 
of Alabama the Public Law No. 88-352, so- 
calJed "The Civil Rights Act of 1964." 



However, the "joy was short-lived." The 
Wetumpka (Ala.) Herald of Sept. 3, 1964 
related how certain Alabama Senatoxs 
stalled the passage and killed H. B. 285 
("The State of Alabama Civil Riots Preven- 
tion Act") , although 18 Senators (a major- 
ity) had previously endorsed an identical 
bill. 

It is obvious that great pressui-e was 
placed on certain Senators to stall H. B. 285 
and adjourn without passing this vital leg- 
islation. At least foiu: long-suspccfed mem- 
bers or tools of the Anti-Defamation League 
(A.D.L.) of B'nai B'rith stood watch in the 
Capitol RotTUida and were seen to converse 
with certain Senators who were CONSID- 
ERED OPPOSED to passage of the Alabama 
Civil Riots Prevention Act of 1964. 

Law and order could have been easily^ 
maintained in Alabama with the passage of 
H, B. 285, and her sister states could have 
profited by her example. Any loss of life and 
property in Alabama as d-T-estiJt of Ft'dei'al 
attempted enforcement of the so-called 
"Civil Rights Act of 19G4" may be justly 
placed upon the heads of certain Alabama 
State Senators and tliese same forces and 
individuals who undoubtedly killed thq

Sandman, Jr. (E) in an openmg address io 
the 17th annual National Legislative Con- 
ference called for a recommendation to Con- 
gress proposing that the recent Supreme 
Court decision on reapportionment be nul- 
lified by constitutional amendment. 

Sandman said the history of tbe 14th 
Amendment showed tliat neitlier those who 
proposed, nor those who ratified tlie amend- 
ment, believed it would limit tlieir poweis 
to apportion tlieic legislatures as they saw 
fit.'

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JUSTICE GOLDBERG'S LABOR REUTIONS RECORD SPEAKS FOR ITSELF 



Arthur J. Goldberg is, the former Secre- 
t«iy of Labor, whose appointment to the 
United States Supreme Oonrt, in our opinion, 
was well planned, which will be evidencea 
by the information regai-ding his past. 

IIio NatwnaTTJcligioii antf XSFor Wifiid- 
atioa set up in 1932 at the instigation of the 
late Sidney ffillman (an identified commu- 
nist), whose membership was composed of 
Bfaridan and Fabian Socialists, for the pur- 
pose of giving, prestige of the church move- 
ment Vo the labor organizing hierarchy. 

The foundation's lettei»-hcad cawied about 
50 names of IVIar.vists, Socialists and Com- 
munists. It was forty-five members of tliis 
movement who signed a letter addressed to 
the late Franklin D. Eoosevelt (at his in- 
vitation) in November 1935, urging him 
(according to the N. Y. Herald Ti-ibune) 
'*to socialize the countiy's resources, na- 
tionalize its basic industries, and build an 
jnclnsive miton movement," 

According to the Federal Biu-eau of In- 
vestigation and the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities, the NRLF was "one 
of the most vicious comnmnist organizations 
ever set up hi this country." 

The NKLF won considerable notoriety by 
publishing on the cover of its official organ, 
"Economic Justice," Nov. 1932. a "wanted" 
circular which pictured Christ as au escaped 
criminal and implied by its text that every 
coimnoiiist a^tator was akin to Jesxis Christ. 
It read: 

''Reward for information leadhtg to 
tfee apprehension of Jesns Christ, who 
-kfrxmxxtva £vi: acditionr-crimlnal-'airttr- 
chy, vagrancy, and coaspiracy to ovor- 
tliTow the established government." 
Among the National Religion and Labor 
Fonndation members were: '^ 

Arthur J. Goldberg (now Supreme Com-t 
Justice), Sidney Hillman, Abraham Muste, 
Robert Weaver (negro, appointed by JFK as 
Federal Housing and Home Finance Admin- 
istrator) Claude Williams and many others, 
too numerous to list. 

All members of the National Committee of 
the National Religion aud Labor Foundation 
have pro-communist records, some as many 
as 90 comratuiist-front citations. 
Their records are as follows: 
Arthur- J. Goldberg, member of a group 
whose executive Iiead is an identified com- 
munist; member, Congress of Racial Equal- 
ity (CORE'),j member; Fmulforfhe Republic; 
was general counsel for the AFL-CIO; acted 
as counstil »for the UAW. 

Goldberg is identified m the ADL Bulletm, 
JAn. I961,ipage 8, as a member of the Wash- 
ington, 'D.^C, Board of Directors of 'the Anti- 
Defamafion 'League of B'nai Biritli (Jewish 
FBI). Appendix 9 of the Special Committee 
on Un-American Activities, 1944, identifies 
Jiim.ag -President of the Chicago Chapter of 
the -Nationdl 'Lawyers Guild at tlXQ time he 
sponsored the Chicago Conferonoe on Uace 
R6Iafioiw,.JuIy 22, 1939, a cited 'Communisb- 
front opptration. 

The Nationdl Lawyers Guild has been re- 
peatedly 'clteil not only as a Communist- 
front, but as the legal arm in the tJnited 
States of the Communist Paa-ty, And 'Gold- 
berg was president of its top chapter outside 
of New York (page 610)! 

Goldberg was also a sponsor of tiie Wash- 
ington, D. C., Conference on Constiftitioual 
Liberties -Ju 'America, June 7-9, 1940, a cited 
Comnmnist-front enterprise which launched 
the National Federation for Constitutional 
Liberties. At the time of the holding of tins 
Conference, 'the Communist Party was work- 
ing under 'tlie line detei'mined by the Stalin- 
Hiiler pact (page '651). He was a sponsor 
of tlie National Emergency Conference which

In 1957, Arthur J. Goldberg was a mem- 
ber of the executive board of the Religion 
and Labor Foimdation, a cited fronts Co-

2^, of the 010, a long-time Communist- 
fronter, had originally urged that Goldberg 
be hired as general counsel of the CIO. 

Thus^ for the first time in history, a man 
identified with big labor organizations, who 
had never been on the bench— Federal, state 
or local, is seated in the United States Su- 
preme Com-t— replacing another Jew, Felb: 
Franlifurter.

Millions of people today are referring to 
the United States as a "demoa'acy." 

Let's consider the historical background 
of the word. "Democracy** originated in 
Ancient Greece, where it meant rule by the 
people direct— not tiirough elected repre- 
sentatives. This A\'as easily carried out with 
small city-state governments where the 
people could assemble at certain times in 
mass cohgreganbns ami det^^rmliTe" on^general 
policy and action. 

Aristotle referred to a democracy- as "mob 
rule." 

Under Grecian "democracy" Pericles re- 
stricted citizenship rigorously to the sons 
of Athenian fathers and excluded the slaves 
and aliens who were more niunerous than 
the free population. Thus Grecian "dem- 
ocracy" was a iiighly exclusive foi*m of gov- 
ernment—direct rule by the chosen few 
designated as "citizens," who congregated 
and made the laws. 

Thus democracy in the form in which it 
originated is Impossible except in a small 
community where mass meetings can be held, 
or in a dictatorship where the ruUng body 
makes the laws directly, as in the Soviet 
Union. 

'Our Constitution of the United States 
clearly defines our government as a "Re- 
public." It guarantees to the people of the 
several States a "republican foi*m of govern- 
ment." Nowhere does It mention "dem- 
ocracy." James Madison, in tlie Federalist 
(Letter No. 10), states: "Hence It is that 
such democi'acies have ever been spectacles 
of such turbulence and contention; have ever 
been -found Incompatible v^th personal se- 
curity, or the rights of property; and have, 
in general, been as short in their lives as 
they havG.been violent in then* deaths. 
—Theoretic- politidansr<^ho-have patronized- 
this species of government, have eiToneousiy 
supposed that in reduchig mankind to a 
perfect equality in then- political rights, they 
would, at the same time, be perfectly equal- 
ized and assimilated in their possessions, 
their opinions, and their passions." Thus 
Madison exposed the dangers and weakness 
of democracy as loaded with the passions 
of class and race consciousness and agitation. 
Democracy, as Madison stated, has the 
characteristics of socialism and the philos- 
ophy of "equalization." 

"A Republic," Madison continued, "by 
which I mean a government in which the 
scHeme of representation takes place, opens 
a different prospect, and promises the cure 
which we am seeking. Let us examine the 
points on which it varies from pure dem- 
oci'acy, and we shall comprehend both the 
nature of the cure and the efficacy which 
it must deiive from tlie imion .... The 
great points of difference between a dem- 
ocracy and a i^public are, first, the delega-

tion of the government in the latter to a 
small number of citizens emphasized by the 
rest; secondly, the greater number of citizens 
and the sphere of the countiy over which tlie 
latter may be extended." 

Tlioreforo, in tlie United States, altliough 
the Congress makes our laws as the legis- 
lative body, this congress is elected as the 
duly representative body of the people who 
only lend their sovereign right to these leg- 
islators. 

In Russia, which is a true 'tlemocrary," 
the people are ruled by a body which repre- 
sents tlie comnumisfs, who .are m fact a 
minority party in the Soviet and not ^jeely 
elected by sea*et ballot as in a Republic. 

Alexander Hamilton, Secretary of (he 
Ti'easury under George Wasliington, made 
the statement: "We are a Republican Gov- 
ernment. Real liberty is never found in des- 
potism or in the extremes of Democraci." 

In 1891 the United States Court ruled: 
"The distinguishing feature of a republican 
foi*m (of government) is IJie right of the 
people to choose their own officers of gQ\ern- 
mental administration,^ and pass their own 
laws in virtue of the legislative power re- 
posed in representative bodies, whose legis- 
lative acts may be said to be those of the 
people tliemselves; but while the people are 
thus the source of the political power, their 
governments, National and State, have been 
limited by written constitutions, and Ihey 
have themselves thereby set bounds to their 
power, as against -tlie sudden impulses of 
mere majorites." Thus the highest coiu't of 
the land has couched in easily understand- 
able terms a definition of our REPUBLICAN 
form of government. 

Chief Justice John I^Iarshall, an inusUuous 
statesman, stated that: ". . . between a 
balanced republic and a democracy, the dif- 
ference is like that between order and clmos." 

Samuel Adams wai'ncd: "Remember, De- 
mocracy never lasts long. It soon wastes, ex- 
hausts- and.-murdei's Itself! TJiere never was 
a democracy tliat did not commit suicide." 

George Bernard Shaw, the British play- 
wright, veteran socialist and pro-Soxaet 
said: "Used by persons with practical admin- 
istrative experience, it (democracy) means 
government of tlie people, for the peopk\ but 
most decidedly not BY the people." ' 

William .Gallacher, Communist and IM em- 
ber of Parliament in Britain, said: "Tlie 
highest foi-m of democracy is that found in 
the trade unions and cooperatives, and now 
expressing itself in the Soviet Union and the, 
countries of planned socialist economy." 

Benjamin Franklin \\'arned that wo have 
a "Republic — if we can keep it." 

The brightness of the American ch-etua has 
been tarnished by a tendency towards social- 
ism and false security, by a gradual encroach- 
ment upon state and individual jjglits 
through federal government bureaucracies. 
A Republic places limitations and restraJiits 
on the federal government. If the people bo- 
come indifferent and allow the administra- 
tors to usurp their rights under the Consti- 
tution, under the guise of "democracy," our 
Republic, with the sovereign riglit ve<tod in 
the people, will have been destroyed. 

God Bless our Republic— The Tnitod 
States of America!

Anti-Christian organizecf^omoaexuals 
'are carrying a subversive anti-morals 
campaign into the natiojrs churches^^ 
versities, state legisIature'ff-aii4-€oilgress to 
destroy sexual laws and moral codes, to 
legalize sodomy, promote perversion and to 
corrupt youtli. 

Mrs. Connie Glare Chandler, president 
of the Liberty League, U.S.A., a patriotic 
conservative group combating communism 
and subvei-sive liberalism, made the cliarge 
in a bulletin to league members. 

Investigators, slie said, uncovei'ed the 
activities of the Daughters of Bilitis, a 
nationwide and international secret lesbian 
society of San Pi*ancisco with Imown chap- 
ters in Chicago, New York aiid Indonesia. 
The Bilitis, Mrs. Chandler disclosed, is 
affiliated with the notorious Mattachlne 
society of organized homosexuals whose in- 
fluence and power reaches into the White 
^ House, alLfe^ierai agencies andjnany;jmem- 
bers of Congress. ' ' -7 

The Washington Jlaitachines were m- 
vestigated in 1963 by the House DisU'ict of 
Columbia Subcommittee No. 4, found to be 
operating secretly, and hearings were held 
with Representative John Dowdy of Texas 
as chaii-man. Dowdy wai-ned Congress on 
July 5, 1968: "The acts of these people are 
banned under the laws of God, the laws of 
nature, and are- in violation of the laws 
of man." 

. Franklin Kameny, president of the Wash- 
ington Mattachines, testified "there are at 
least 200,000 homosexuals in federal gov- 
ernment and a quarter of a million iii the 
armed forces." 

The House committee was shocked. 
Federal statutes prohibit homosexuals on 
federal payrolls in any branch of tlie gov- 
ernment. Dowdy asserted: "All of the 
security risks that have deserted the United ' 
States and gone over to the Communists 
have been homosexuals." He also disclosed 
pressure opposition "by people in govern- 
ment" against the investigation of homo- 
sexuals, 

Kameny told the- committee the Matta- 
chine objectives are "to equalize the status 
of homosexuals by achieving equality . . . 
cooperate with other minority organiza- 
tions ... for full civil rights." 

The Daughters of Bilitis, Mrs. Chandler 
said, were cited in the hearings. The Lib- 
erty League, she said, investigated the 
lesbian society because of the case of Fred- 
erick Seelig, former California newsman 
who was imprisoned in 1960 for nearly two 
yeai*s without trial or conviction of any 
offense after he made charges of homo- 
sexual Communist power in government 
and the judiciary. 

She said many documents substantiate 
that corruption methods were used by the 
Kennedy-Johnson regime, and by the Jus- 
tice Department under Robert Kennedy, as 
political expediency after illegal federal 
confiscation of Seelig's property and files 
of evidence because of what they disclosed 
in California government homosexual-com- 
munistic pei-version corruption. 

"Seelig in 1958 through 1960 had un- 
covered the nationwide secretly organized 
homosexual society, said it was aligned 
with Communists, and was following a Mos- 
cow directive to undermine sexual laws 






and moral codes of the United States," she 
eaid. "He had evidence of homosexual 
Blush funds for election campaigns, botli 
state and national, which he linked to the 
elections of Governor Edmund Brown and 
States Attorney General Stanley Mosk, now 
a state Supreme Goiut Justice. 

"Seelig also had made charges that the 
Pacifica Foundation radio network pro- 
grams were largely homosexual and com- 
munistic. The Congressional hearing, in 
1963 on the Mattachines and those on the 
Pacifica Foundation mol*e than substan- 
tiated his allefgations of five years earlier. 
Seelig*s petitions to Congress for hearinff 
on his political imprisonment* have been 
ignored and are repoitedly blocked by the 
White House." 

Disclosui-es during the past yeai% Sirs. 
Chandler said, prbvide new evidence that 
organized homosexuals seek to desti-oy 
sexual laws, promote pornography, sexual 
promiscuity and obscene books to corrupt 
and infect youth. More than 50 per cent 
of rampant venereal disease, it was re- 
ported, is being spread by homosexuals. 

Mrs. Chandler said mvestigators have 
provided evidence that Bilitis lesbians^ 
formed the "Council of Religion and the 
Homosexual" for the perversion of 
churches and recruitment of college youth 
into homosexuality. A Bilitis bulletin dis- 
closed the lesbians giving echolai-ships now 
to likely girls. 

"The bulletin, also sent to liberals sym- 
pathetic to homosexual pei-version," Mi*9. 
Chandler said, "cites the Coundl's objec- 
tives: 'Orient the clergy on aspects of 
homosexuality, encourage pastoral clergy 
to present the homosexual views on sex, 

"In comitries Imown as progressive 
and enlightened we liave created a sen- 
seless, filthy, abomfaiable literature. For * 
some time after our entrance to power 
we shall continue to encourage its 
existence."

. an effective voice throughout the nation, m 
matters of laws, policies and penal reforms 
governing adult sexual behavior. 

"The testimony in the Mattachme hear- 
ings disclosed the society is secret, the 
organized homosexuals seek to legalize 
maniages between man and boy, woman 

'and girl and abnormal sex relationslnps/ 
Mrs. Chandler said. 

"The outlawed perverts and new breed 
of political liberals are advocating New 
Fi-ontier' sexual law changes in Galiloriija, 
Massachusetts and New York," she contin- 
ued. "New York Stale Supreme Court 
Justice Samuel H. Hofstader warned: 
'Changing the law on homosexuality would 
amount to legitimatizing an abommation. 

* "California State Supreme Justice Stan- 

- ley Mosk has reportedly gone on record as 
favoring legalized homcsexuahty, Mrs. 
Chandler said. She then cited the subver- 
sive educational program being couducteU 
by homosexuals in California churches.

"Other talks were given by Disciples ot 
Sodomy, outcast by God, who are now a 
power in Califoiiiia and Federal govern- 
ment as has been evidenced also m tho 
White House," Mrs. Chandler said. 

W. E. Mohler, Jr.; a Los Angele.s attor- 
ney, espoused homosexuality in his talk a^ 
the Mattachine Society's Eleventh Aniraal 
Convention recently in San Francisco. Tho 
Rev. Canon Robert Cromey, rector of bt. 
Aden's Episcopal Church, spoke on moral 
and religious aspects of privacy. He was 
reported as stating: "If homosexual com- 
mitment is capable of engendenng and 
deepening love, then the church cannot 
. automaUcally say homosexuality is sinful. 

It was reported to the Methodist Church 
Conference that Robert Kennedy, while 
U S. Attorney General, had appointed an 
official to study police practices and to hear 
complaints by the civil defenders of homo- 
sexuals, as a new adjunct activity of tlio 
Department of Jastice. This new fetleral 
policy protective of perverts was not told 
to the public. ^ „ «

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' 'The homosexual conference was further 
told that the U. S. Supreme Court had re- 
yersed traditional American long-standing 
decisions against mailing of pervert and 
pornographic magazines and has indicated 
future rulings which will legalize sodomy 
and homosexuality now prohibited by law, 
as criminal," Mrs. Chandler said. 

"The Daughters of Bilitis announced 
lesbian scholarships are being awarded at 
universities. Also, a questioniiaii*e on public 
acceptance of homosexuality was distri- 
buted nationwide to homosexuals, Com- 
inums1>fronters,-so-called modei*ates and 
liberals/* Mrs. Chandler disclosed. 

''The Bilitis bulletin said Dr. Richard 
Green of the Neuro psychiatric Institute, 
University of California Center for Social 
Sciences in Los Angeles, is compiling the 
questionnaii-es for a favorable report on 
homosexuality, 

"Such reports and similar so-called sex- 
tjal studies go to state legislatures and to 
members of Congress to promote the eradi- 
cation of sexual laws. The Dowdy hearings 
disclosed that Illinois became the first state 
an the nation to eliminate pexual laws 
against homosexuals tlirough such deceptive 
.and misleading reports. 

"Professor Charles Bowman of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, according to the Illinois 
State Bar Association, was chairman of the 
committee charged with the responsibility 
of redrafting the Criminal Code, which 
eliminated the section on sexual offenses. 
In effect, it legalizes homosexuality and 
acts of sodomy," Mi'S. Chandler said. She 
warned that legislation has been drafted to , 
legalize homosexuality in California. 

The Kennedy-Johnson Administration 
policy regarding homosexuality in govern- 
ment, Mrs. Chandler said, is deplorable and 
should be the concern of all moral persons 
and Christians. 

"The power of this criminal and com- 
munist-pervert-outlawed element in both 
_-Jh-eJiyhlt.e House and federal agencies, and 
backed by pseudo-Americans posing as 
liberals and moderates in both the Demo- 
cratic and Republican parties is shameful 
and pernicious," Mi's. Chandler said. 

She 'pointed to the White House protec- 
tiveness of Walter Jenkins, the Assistant to 
the President, who was arrested in the 
criminal act of sodomy. 

"Jenkins is not allowed to testify before 
ft Congressional committee on his subver- 
sive links with Bobby Baker, another 
protege of President Johnson, charged 
with government corruption and sexual 
pervei*sion activities with Jenkins involv- 
ing members of Congress and foreign 
embassies. 

"Tyranny and totalitarian despotic meth- 
ods are being used to cover up government 
perversion and communism," Mrs. Chand- 
ler said. "This started in the Roosevelt 
regime when Sumner Welles was forced to 
reaign as Undersecretary of State after be- 
ing caught in a homosexual act. A Gon-

gressional investigation in 1950 disclosed 
that hundreds of subversive perverts and 
Communists were in the Department of 
State and in other federal agencies, in- 
cluding the White House. 

"A White House Executive Order clamp- 
ed secrecy on the testimony. For 14 years 
that testimony and evidence of subversion 
has been withheld from the American 
public. 

"Since then, paganism has been espoused 
by federal agencies with impunity, under 
the guise of humanitarianism. It is des- 
troying the Christian principles of Ameri- 
ca's founding, as well as the moral codes 
and the very Constitution underlying the 
creation of this Republic," Mrs. Chandler 
Baid. 

She said that neither wire news services 
nor the newspapers reported the shocking 
and startling, disclosures of the testimony 
in the Dowdy homosexual Mattachine heaiv 
ings or in tliose revealing the strongly com- 
munistic and homosexual programs of the 
Pacifica Foundation through its entrenched 
network of stations. 

Immorality In High Places 

SEEUO PERSECUTED FOK EXPOSINa 
"ORGANIZED HOMOSEXUAL POWER EN 
OOVERNfllENT AND JUDICIARY*' 

A fathei**s unceasing six-year fight to 
safeguard his daughter and scin from homo- 
sexuality was renewed in a "Christmas 
letter" to a Los Angeles County Superior 
Court 3'udge, calling for open public hearings 
on the "organized homosexual power in 
government and the judidaiy." 

Frederick Seelig, former California news- 
man, in a letter to Judge J. Eugene Breigh- 
ienbach, stated : 



"As this Christian sacred Christmad 
nears, my daughter and son, Sandra and 
Edward Seeligj are still condemned to a 
life of perversion by the criminality of a; 
court order you signed giving their custody 
to proven homosexuals who are outlawed 
by God in the Bible as abominable crea- 
tures. 

"Threats were made unless I was silent 
on the pernicious organized homosexual 
political power in government and the judi- 
ciary — county, state and federal — I would 
be imprisoned without trial or conviction 
of any offense and I would never see my 
daughter and son again. All threats were 
made a reality. My daughter and son, by 
court order, were made sacrificial victims. 
This is the sixth Christmas 1 am denied the 
right -to ^ee iliem or, know their where- 
abouts. 

"For more than six years perversion cor- 
ruption charges have pendod against Los 
Angeles County Superior Courts and county 
agencies. The evidence and charges have 
been met with a cowardice of silence for 
elapsed time to cover up the criminality. 
Perverted social service workers and offi- 
cials claim there are no laws against cus- 
tody and adoptions of children by homo- 
sexuals for rearinic in perversion. This is 
in line with the organized homosexual 
objective to desti'oy sexual laws and moral 
codes under questionable liberalism in 
social equality for all minorities. 

"The right of redress of grievances, 
guaranteed by the 1st Amendment of the 
United States Constitution, has been' vio- 
lated for six years and the pervei*sion 
corruption continues. If you believe in the 
laws of God and society's moral codes pro- 
tective of children, you will comply with 
statutes authorizing investigation by order- 
ing open public hearings." 

Records disclose that Seelig numerous 
times submitted evidence and petitions for 
hearings to both the county and federal 
grand juries, the Los Angeles County 
Board of Supei-visors and to Gov. Edmund 
Brown on homosexual corruption-influence. 
There is no record of any hearings given 
to the charges or evidence. 

Seelig charged homosexuals aro secifetly 
organized in subversive activities to under- 
mine moral codes, destroy sexual laws, 
recruiting youth in schools into homosex- 
uality; operate illegal syndicates of bars 
statewide and nationwide, use pervert 
"slush funds" in state and national elec- 
tions, both GOP and Democrats who follow 
questionable liberal humanitarian alien 
ideologies; that thousands of homosexuals 
are on state and federal payrolls which is 
prohibited by law, and he charged their, 
pernicious influence in Congress and the 
White House has made them a "govern- 
ment wttltin a jrovemment" endangering 
the internal security of the United States. 

Evidence has been surfaced that John F. 
Kennedy in raid-1960, while a senator with 
aspirations for the presidency, became con- 
cerned about Seelig*s evidence and docu- 
ments, which could cause a pre-election 
Kalionwide scandal.

Seelig was denied hearings. In late 1960, 
&, U. S. raai-shal arrested Seelig in New 
Mexico on a cliarge of mailing alleged 
libelous matter and he was sped to Texas. 
After the Kennedys took office in January, 
1961, a charge of alleged insanity was sub- 
stituted to prevent the libel ti'ial and what 
it would disclose. 

The Justice Department, under Robert 
Kennedy, confiscated Seelig*s property, evi- 
dence files and material — an illegal 
seizure. After a federal medical board 
•found Seelig ^anfi,_ records show he was 
removed from Texas to Los Xngeles, elTp- 
posedly for a libel trial — in violation of the. 
Constitution, and he was again charged 
.with alleged insanity. Instead of federal 
doctoi*s exaniining him a second time, the 
Justice Department hired the chief psy- 
chiatrist for the Los Angeles County Super- 
ior Couiis re the perversion charges 
involving homosexual influence and corrup- 
tion pending against them for six years. 
The lives and future of two children are 
at stake. 

The county chief psychiatiist testified 
Seelig had been "legally insane for at least 
five years" which by law would prevent 
Seelig from ever testifying what occurred 
in that period. Since then Seelig has un- 
covered a criminal background on the 
.psychiatrist which has also been denied 
hearings. 

For nearly two years Seelig was im- 
i)risoned in a federal penitentiaiy. He 
can-ied his own case to the U. S. Supreme 
Court and won it in mid-1962. Records 
show he was not freed until four months 
later when the Justice Department dropped 
the libel charges and refused to allow hear- 
ings on the illegality of the imprisonment 
or the con-uption in it. Seelig charges he 
was subjected to prison torture and federal 
agencies acted in collusion with California 
state agencies to speed custody of his 
children to homosexuals before his prison 
release. , 

In 1963, two Congressional hearings on 
fte Pacifica Foundation radio network and 
on the Mattachine Society of homosexuals 
substantiated his charges and confiscated 
files that homosexuals aligned with Corrr- 
munists dominate the network; that thou- 
sands of homosexuals are illegally on fed- 
eral payrolls and they seek to destroy the 
nation's sexual laws; that they were 
secretly organized nationwide until March} 
1961, when disbanded into state segments, 
■ Two months previously the Justice Depart- 
ment illegally seized Seelig's files on this 
homosexual secret, subversive society 
whose members are on federal payrolls in 
all agencies. 

In 1964, Seelig petitioned Congress for 
hearings and investigation on the criminal- 
ity and coiTuption of the Justice Departs 
ment and federal courts under Robert; 
Kennedy on his imprisonment. 

White House pressure protective of 
homosexuals, Seelig believes, has pre- 
vented hearings on his petition. Recently, 
a White House homosexual, Walter Jen- 
kins, was aiTeated after being caught in 
an act of sodomy. Bobby Baker, another 
White House protege linked \vith Jenkln's 
perversion activities, has been charged 
with government comiption. The sympa- 
thetic and paternal attitude in both cases 
by the White House is strange and ques- 
tionable. 

"The influence and power of homosex- 
uals illegally in government was exempli- 
fied in 1950 when testimony on homosex- 
uals and Communists on federal payrolls 
were endangering the security of the 
United States, was classified as secret by a 
White House Executive Order," Seelig 
said. "For 14 years the public has been 
denied the right to know that testimony, 
Sumner Wells, under-secretary of state, 
resigned 'for reasons of ill health' when 
caught in an act of homosexuality. He had 
entrenched hundreds of pen'erts in the 
State Department. 

"The American Civil Liberties Union, 
notorious for its defense of Communists 
and homosexuals, presently has cases be- 
fore tlte U. S. Supreme Court to legalize 
homosexuality and sodomy on claim the 
sexual laws are unconstitutional because 
they discriminate against a minority under 
the 1st Amendment and the eivJI rights 




legislation which calls for 'social equality 
for ail minorities.* '* 

Meanwhile, Seelig is continuing his fight 
to break the California custody order which 
gave his daughter and son to homosexuals. 

In 1957, 'he filed for a divorce from a 
wife who revealed herself as a lesbian and 
"married" a lesbian. It was then he 
learned the power of eecretly organized 
nationwide homosexuals aligned with sub- 
versives posing as "liberals" and "moder- 
ates" in their political affiliations, hifluence 
in social service, government agencies and 
the power they have in federal agencies. 

Seelig says his two children were held 
like hostages by Los Angeles County Pro- 
bation department social service workers 
and the Juvenile Court; that criminal 
homosexual evidence was suppressed by 
the court protective of the perverts. The 
basic issues are two small children. Both 
state and federal agencies covered up the 
criminality of h^omos'extrsnilfluen-ce- and it 
now implicates the White House. 

"DESTROY THE ACCUSER," a book on 
the Seelig case and government perversion, 
is being published. The disclosures in it 
are said to be shocking. All state, federal 
officials and judges involved in the case 
are named. 



Weakening The Will To ResisS 

SXAXE DEPARTMENT SUBVERSION

We are witnessing an ei-a of moral decay 
and the loss of a sense of values on the 
part of some of our people. The inter- 
national Communist Conspiracy advocates 
and promotes the "softening up process" 
which is designed to weaken tiie will to 
resist. The Supreme Court and many loweir 
courts have decided in favor of what we 
used to know as downright filthy por- 
nography. 

The Administration is so busy promoting 
racial strife that it would not have time to 
giy^ Its attention to the moral degradation 
being promoted even if it wanted to. Al- 
most every state has statutes under which 
tiiese morality-destroying programs could 
be stopped as has the federal government. 

Senator McCarthy found large numbers 
of homosexuals working In key positions 
in our State Department and in other sensi- 
tive spots; Before action could be taken at 
that time, hundreds resigned. We are back 
in this situation again. Only when it is too 
late do we learn the facts of some of the 
dGgenei'ates permitted to work in our 
govemmeut. 

Two defectors to the Soviet Union are 
fypical examples. Bernon P. Mitchell was 
a homosexual who posed for nude photos 
and had abnormal s^ relations. William H. 
Martin was filendly witli known Communists 
and was sexually abnonnal. This was kaiown 
to many people for yeai's, yet both were 
allo\ved to work for our top secret National 
Seciu'ity Agency until tliey defected. 

Investigations have disclosed that there 
have h^^n "call girls" used regularly by the 
State Department. In fact parties have been 



held right in the offices of the State Depart- 
ment A Call Girl Ring has been operating 
in the corridors of the atheistic United 
Nations. 

So rotten is the sense of moral values 
that a group in tlie State Department 
headed by Harlan Cleveland is actually 
trying to get Alger Hiss back into govern- 
ment service. This and other shocking 
activities of the "boys" in the State Depart- 
ment in getting security risks into the State 
Department are being investigated by the 
Senate Internal Security Sub-Committee, 

In the Soviet Union intelligence agents 
are given special courses jn how to use sex 
as a weapon in the involvement of men, 
women and homosexuals so that pressures 
can be brought to bear on tJiem. Many a 
person in^a legislative hod^ has voted 
against the dictates of his conscience' duo 
to diabolical pressures. . Diplomats arc 
turacd into ti'aitors as a result of the evi- 
dence secured by the use of call girls, hand- 
some men and homosexuals. 

Those involved in these immoral acts 
develop a strange tolerance for thhigs 
ordinarily classified as degeneracy, pornog- 
raphy, adultery, etc. Thus we see a new 
"liberal" interpretation of what is decent 
and what is immoral. 

In an effort to widen the field of persons 
who can be blackmailed into treason, into 
payment of money or involvement of otherSn 
fantastic programs of promotiiig degener- 
acy, immorality and indecency are going 
on almost wide open with the proper 
authorities, for the most part, discouraged 
or prevented from taking the necei^sary, 
action to stop it 

Following ai'e a few of tliese programs 
with documentation from the literature of 
the organizations involved. They are not 
Communistic per se but are developing Uie 
decadent atmosphere in which Commuiiibm 
flom-ishes.

Found on Uie premises were 
huge quantities of photographs of males 
and females in niide degenerate sex posea, 
as well as lettei's, writings, etc. The inves- 
tigation disclosed a sex club with members 
in many states, even in foreign countries. 
The members pai'ticipated in every type of 
perversion. Among photos seized was one 
of a large crucifix showing a nude male in 
a position as if performing a degenerate 
, £ex act on the person of Christ. Com- 
munistic writings were also found. 

In New Orleans Hubert Eadeaux, for- 
merly of the New Orleans Police Depart- 
ment Intelligence Unit, spent two years 
uncovering a huge ring consisting of Ihe 
inner circle of a chain of nudist tlubs, 
Xvhich promoted "wife-swapping" and 
homosexual activities. Because of the many 
important people involved, he was forced 
out of his job, but continued the investiga- 
tion until the ririg was exposed and lethal 
action taken.

The East Coast Homophile CK-ganiza- 
tions sponsored hy Daughters of Bilitis, 
New York Cfhapter, Janus Society of Dei- 
a\vare Valley (Pliiladelphia, Pa.); and ^e 
Mattachine Society held -a Convention, 
August 81 to Sept 1, 1963 at the Hotel 
Brake in Philadelphia, Pa. On Sept 20, 
1963 Dr. Albert Ellis spoke at Freedom 
House, New York, N. Y. for the Matta- 
chine guests. The subject of his talk was 
"Sexual Freedom andj Homosexuality — 
The Right to be Wrong." 

Efforts are being made to convince the- 
public (and the homosexuals themselves) 
that a hoTnosexual fimctions normally ex- 
cept for his perversion and should not be 
persecuted'f or it.

Jlorton Sfavis was born IMoscs Isaac Sta- 
vislcy on May 26, 1915 in New Yorl< City. 
He changed his name legally to Morton 
Stavis in 1939 and now maintains a law 
office in Newark, N. J, 

According to Senator James Eastland 
(Feb, 3, 1965, Congi-essional Record), 
Morton Stavis was a member of the Com- 
munist Party in 1945 and 1946 in New York 
and New Jersey. Senator Eastland also 
stated on Feb. 3 that in 1950, Stavis was a 
member of the Communist Party in Union 
County, New Jersey. 

Stavis has been active in the Emergency 
Civil Liberties Committee from 1955-1964, 
during which time he has been a member 
of that organization's national council. 
". . . the Emergency Civil Liberties Conunit- 
tee, established in 1951, although repre- 
senting itself as a non-communist group, 
actually operates as a front for the Commu- 
nist Party . . ." (Committee on Un-AmQidcan 
Activities, 1958 Annual Report, House Re- 
port 187, March 9, 1959,, pp. 34 & 35.) 

Morton Stavis was defense attorney for 
Mrs. Sylvia Neff, who was convicted in. May 
1952, for swearing falsely to a Federal grand 
jury that she had no commimist connections. 
Federal Judge Madden of Camden, Nw J. had 
this to say about Morton Stavis: **You fol- 
lowed the obvious line of Uio Gommimist 
Party to such an extent that it was open 
and obvious to the jiuy what ymw methods 
were." (Philadelphia Evening Bulletin, May 
29, 1952.) 

From 1945-1962 Morton Stavis has been 
listed as a member of the executive board 
of the National La^vye^s Guild. The National

Stavis and his wife both invoked the fifth 
amendment before the House Committee on 
February 28, 1956, in refusing to answer all 
questions put to them regarding past or 
present Communist Party membership. 

The San Francisco Examiner of Jan. 19, 
1965 reported that several attorneys from 
the San Francisco area were proceeding to 
Mississippi to "perfect the challenge to the 
Mississippi congressional delegation." One 
group of California la^vyers, which reported- 
ly left for MissKsippi on January 19, was 
alleged to include Alvin H. Goldstein, Ben- 
jamin Dreyfus, Edward Stem and Jack 
Berman. 

Benjamin Ballinger Dreyfus was bom in 
1910 and presently maintains a law practice 
in his native San Francisco. He was identi- 
fied on June 19, 1957, by Dr. Jack Beverly 
Patten, in testimony before the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities, as a 
former member of tlie Conununist Party, 
I7.S.A. Patten testified undei? oath, and iden- 
tified Dreyfus as a fellow member of the 
professional section of the Communist iParty 
in San Francisco in the early 1940's. 

Dreyfus himself testified before the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities on 
June 21, 1956, and invoked the first and 
fifth amendments of the Constitution in re- 
fusing to answer questions i^egarding Com- 
mimist Party membership.

The 141-raeinber Alabama legislature 
unanimously passed a resolution stating that

On April 4, 1965, a spectacle was held in 
tiie Majestic theatre, New York City, en- 
titled *T3roadway Answers Selma."

Supreme Court in 1963, and who is registered 
under the Foreign Agents Registration Act 
as an agent of the Castro government.

Under a Chicago date line of November 
17,, 1964, Lewis H. Weinstein, President, 
Commimity Relations Advisory Coimcil and 
a Boston lawyer, while speaking before a 
Chicago-meeting of the Jewish Welfare Fimd, 
was quoted as saying: "American Jews 
should take the lead in combating the 
Radical Right," and he continued, "Ex- 
tremism did not die in last week's election; 
the Radical Right believes that it has lost 
a battle, but not .the warj" 

'*They oppose Civil Rights legislation, they 
decry fair legislative apportionment, they 
cry treason when we support the United 
Nations, and in the name of "preserving 
America they would destroy^ American De- 
mocracy." 

H Sir. Weinstein is a lawyer it seems 
strange that he used the word "Democracy" 
to describe our Constitutional form of gov- 
ernment. Had he ever studied American 
History he . would be aware that the first 
official of the United States government to 
ever use the word "Democracy" to describe 
our government was the ZionistJ controlled 
President, Woodrow Wilson. 

That President Wilson was completely 
Zionist controlled could easily be established 
by Mr. Wemstein if he would lake the time 
to read the biography of Jacob Schiff, 
President of Kuhn, Loeb and Company; or 
were he to read the publislied papers of Col. 
iMandell House, personal advisor to Presi- 
dent Wilson; additional information can be 
obtained from tlie biography of Justice 
William Brandeis. It would seem from tlie 
above evidence that the itse of the woi-d

Mr. Weinstein, if he has studied Jewish

Millions of West European Jews began 
earij' in IDii during World War II to breach 
our immigration barriers and continued to 
do so at sucli a rate that by March 18, 
1952, a Jewisli historian and lecturer had 
reached a most accurate conclusion. 

On the above date Dr. Cecil Roth, Jewish 
historian and lecturer at Oxford University, 
while speakiiig at the B'nai B'rith Jehuda 
Synagogue in Kansas City stated that two 



thirds of the world's Jewish population lived 
in the United States. 

At that time "Dt^ Roth was con^dered to 
be the foremost authority on questions re- 
lating to World Jewrj'. He had been in the 
offices of the British Information Service 
in New York City dining and for some time 
after World Wai* U. He was responsible for 
and directed Palestine policy. He had avail- 
able in his possessfion the authentic popu- 
lation statistics of World Jewry. At no time 
did Dr. Rolh dispute the figures published 
on Febi*uary 22, 194S, by the Jewish o\vned 
New York Tunes, which in 1947 had taken 
a census of the total number of Jews in the 
world. In the Times of the above date tiiere 
were published figures taken from their 
1947 census which indicated a maximimi 
total of 19,200,000 Jews in the world as of 
1947. Taking Roth's estimate of two thirds 
of these people living in the United States, 
we find that over 12,000,000 Jews now live 
in the former Land of the Free. In 1940 
there were approximately 4,000,000, 

That many of those people who sought 
sanctuary under our constitutional form of 
government have tried to bite the han(3 
that now feeds and' protects them is dem.- 
onstrated by their efforts to destroy our, 
nation by subversion and pohtical intrigue.

The foimcling in Eome, Italy, October, 
1964 of the Catholic-Jewish Research Center 
within the International Univereity for 
Social Studies Pro Deo must have given 
reason for alarm lo the entire Christian 
world and to other religious groups whose 
religion is based on Universal values and not 
"nationality." 

To those who are deeply intei-esled in the 
final accomplishments of the Ecumenical 
Council whose last sessions will be held in 
September of this year, the mentioned 
Center lias a special significance because 
among the groups responsible for its insti- 
tution are the same Zionist oriented Jews 
whose news media were almost successful 
in exploiting the visit of Pope Paul VI to the 
Holy Land. 

Ralph Friedman, committee executive 
board chainnan, representing the American 
Jewisli Committee, stated that the "Center 
will help cari-y out . . -. the growing impulse 
to eliminate the religious roots of bias and 

prejudice Tlie Center has been 

ietetablished in Rome for the purpose of an- 
jalyzing and combating the wots of prejudice 
in worldwide religious teachings .*' 

It might be pointed out here that while 
the Catholic-Jewish Research Center is 
interested in tlie study of religious prejudice 
of all kinds, it is particularly concerned with 
iK^^-iJiej'prejiidlces against the Je\^ (anti-Semit- 
ism); It furtliei* has the avowed"" piu-pose to 
"implement Ecumenical Council Vatican H 
initial approval of a declaration repudiating 
the Deicide charge against tlie Jews." 

Since the time of the convoking of the 
Ecumenical Council by Pope John XXIII it 
sliould be noted that the city of Rome was 
host to several national Jewish political 
organizations whose mission was to prevail 
upon Cai-dinal Augustine Bea, President of 
the Secretariat for the Promotion of Chris- 
tian Unity, to introduce as part of the 
Coimcil's agenda a statement aimed at con- 
demning anti-Semitism based on the Jews' 
role in the Crucifixion. One can wonder at 
the ease m which a political faction of the 
world JewTy has succeeded in introducing 
the problem of '*anti-Semitism" and the 
charge of the culpability of the Jews for tlie 
conviction and death of Clu-ist as parti of 
the agenda for discussion within the Ecu- 
menical Council. 

Fortunately tlie success was a short-lived 
one for Uiese Zionist oriented Jews who at 
all costs were determined ■ to introduce a 
highly conti'oversial question wholly unre- 
lated to tJie aims of the Ecumenical Council. 
Theii- effoits were not fmitCul since no 
Council statement on Jews was formally 
declared at the closing of the third session 
■of the Council. 

However the regi-etlable uproar exped- 
enced at the third session of the Council 
must Jiave been dismaying to tlie entire 
Christian world that was greatly concei*ned 
with the Council's efforts in behalf of Chris- 
tian unity. Reports from the Far East have 
infoiined us that "scars were left in wake 
of uproar over the Council's statement on 
Jews." 

Wliat brought forth this turmoil witliin 
the Ecumenical Council? Tlie N, C. News 
Service states as follows: "The uproar in 
Syria by the Jewish relations has now died 
down. But it has left deep scars, and in the 
course of several weeks managed to spoil 
tlie Ecumenical atmosphere that iias been 
years in the making The very in- 
clusion in the text of favorable reference to

Jewisli religion was bound to unleasli a 
violent reaction not only on the part of the 
Ai'ab goyernment and Moslems, but also by 
Arab Christians, Catholic as well as Ortho- 
dox. . . . / . The most violent reactions 
occurred in Jordan, where for a time it 
appeared that the Catholics might leave the 
Ciiurch." 

It would be well to recall at, this time 
that the Council Fathers during the meetings 
of the second session of the Council deemed 
.it wise to remove from the AUx Schema the 
vexing problems on anti-Semitism and the 
Deicide charge. These Council Fathers did 
foresee that the introduction of the men- 
tioned problems \vould have brought to 
nought the intended visit of Pope Paul VI 
to the lioly Land. Because of this timely 
pruning of the inopportune insertion of the 
question on anti-Semitism the visit of Pope 
Paul became a fruitful one and closed it as 
well from the attempts of Jewish political 
organizations for exploitation. 

How^ever shortly following the return of 
Pope Paul from the Holy Land the same 
Jewish political groups, fearing tlie results 
of t!i6 Council's efforts for Christian imity, 
again renewed tlieii' efforts a hundred fold 
durmg the few months preceding the third 
session to bi-ing again the question of anti- 
Semitism into the agenda of the Council. 
The leadei's of these organizations— World 
Jewish Congress, American Jewish Commit- 
tee, tlie Anti-pefamation League of B'nai 
B'rith— were well aware that the introduc- 
tion of the question on anti-Semitism and the 
charge of Deicide for discussion within tlio 
Council would lead to a rift among tlie Coun- 
cil Fathers as many of them represented 
Ciiristian Churches in the Orient. These 
Council Fathers are sanguine in their dec- 
larations, and rightly so, tliat anti-Semitism 
experienced in the Far East does not stem 
pei^ se from religious prejudices but owes its 
origin to tlie ^^'orld Je\\'ish Zionism that 
identifies religion with "nationality."
